THE CONGRESS RESOLUTION 


HE Zionist Congress, after prolonged discussion, most of 

which was in camera, has passed by 300 votes to 158 a resolu- 

tion on the subject of Partition. That resolution, though 
in certain respects contradictory, amounts to an unquestionable 
advance, though far from a victory, in the struggle against 
the project to partition Palestine. There are in it indications 
of compromise which those who opposed it hold to be highly 
dangerous. The opponents of Partition, however, bave succeeded 
in compelling the inclusion of stalwart if hastily constructed 
safeguards. In spirit, if not in water-tight phraseology, it 
has granted the Executive permission to undertake no more 
than exploratory negotiations with the British Government. 
These negotiations, the resolution plainly states, are 
not to commit either the Executive itself or the Zionist 
Organisation. The danger, however, which those who 
opposed the resolution clearly fear, is just that the very 
employment of the word “ negotiate" miy soon create a 
general impression of acquiescence in Partition, when the details 
of the safeguards are no longer fresh in the general mind; and, 
secondly, that new and unforeseen situations may arise in which 
the Executive may, in fact if not in word, place Z onists and 
Congress in a position tantamount to commitment. 

This leads further to the very important question of the 
composition of the Executive which Congress has yet to 
appoint. It is easy to imagine the tremendous influence upon 
Congress which an executive, fresh from prolonged negotiation 
with the British Government, could wield. Such an executive, 
if personally favourable to Partition, might well—possibly 
unconsciously—act as supremely effective advocates of the 

overnment’s proposals, or in the reverse case do scant justice 
to the value of the proposals to Jews. It is such thoughts that 
made opponents of the resolution call for a clear decision against 
the principle of Partition. This would have barred the door to 
such possible dangers as are suggested above and would 
have let the world and the British Government understand 
without the slightest ponds the attitude of Jews towards the 
Proposal,

Yet another important safeguard in the resolution is that 
any scheme for a Jewish State that may emerge from the 
negotiations must be brought before a newly elected Congress 
for consideration and dec:sion. These stipulations are the one 
solid gain that has so far come out of the Zurich deliberations. 
They must not be fined down, minimised, or compromised by 
any backs'airs discussions in Whitehall. 

Meanwhile, the time has come for a v:.gorous public campaign 
of enlightenment on the whole Partition issue. Before the poll 
for the present Congress the electors were lulled into confidence 
by the. pronouncement of the Actions Committee against 
Partition, only to find that at the eleventh hour their leadeis 
had completely reversed their attitude. There must be no 
incidents of this kind again. We must know exactly where our 
candidates stand and what they mean to stand by. 

The hour has struck for the formation of a loyal and united 


front of all Z onists and all Jews who see clearly in the Par- 


-titicn proposals a menace to the welfare of Jews and Arabs and 


Great Britain alike. Taking into consideration the circum- 
stances of this Congress, the skilful misleading to which Zionists 
were subjected before their assembly, the frantic and reckless 
methods employed tointimidateand rush thedelegates into giving 

dr. WEIZMANN a free hand to commit Jewry to Partition, and the 
consequent bewilderment and confus'on—remembering all this, 
surely the resolution, with its clauses bristling with suspicion 
and reluctance, leaves no doubt that the majority of Zionist 
opinion is ready to range itself behind a clear-cut opposition to 
Partition. 

The months which lie ahead, besides providing time for this 
urgently necessary organisation of conscientious opposition, 
must also be devoted to a vigorous exploration of constructive 
alternative proposals. For how could one expect consideration of 
alternatives from a Congress which hardly had time to begin to 
erystallisa its views on the Partition plan itself? How 
could one expect a Zionist Executive, dominated by a passionate 
lust for that Partition which is largely founded on the alleged 
impossibility of Arab-Jewish unders‘anding, to use the slightest 
endeavours to forward that very understanding which would 
cut the ground from under their beloved scheme ? 

The whole plan for Partition is, as has been proved again and 
again, a mischievous will-o’-the-wisp. Those Zionists who support 
the prince ple openly state that it is not enough. They are realy to 
accept it as an instalment. How can either the Arabs or the 
Government agree to such terms? Time is rapidly showing that 
the Arabs are not as hostile to the idea of a Jewish majority in 
Palestine as the Commission would have us believe. Itisa 
profoundly significant fact that, under the threat of becoming a 
minority in the proposed Jewish State, the two hundred and 
twenty thousand Arabs in that area have given not the slightest 
indication of that desperate objection to minority status 
whicb, had the Commission's estimate of their feelings been 
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correct, they would have voiced in the course of the five weeks 
since the proposal was made clear tothem. Indeed, the loudest 
protests have come from those Arabs who under the proposal 
would be linked with Transjordan instead of with the Yishuv. 

Seven years ago, said Rabbi SILVER in his great speech to 
Congress, they were told that there was noa ternative to certain 
proposals which the Government were seeking to implemenf. 
The gates of Palestine were threatened with closure and the 
purchase of land Wials prohibited, Zionists then had the courage 
to challenge this conclusion and the British Government had 
put things right. Since then, 1500.0 Jews had gone into 
Pales.ine.. Why should our hearts faint in the present 
emergency ? Congress loudly proclaims that it rejec s the 
Commission's conclusions that the national aspirations of Jews 
and Arabs areirrecone:lable. Then let Zionists try their hand 
at reconciling them instead of spending themselves on a specious 
and illusory specific. Opinion is hardening against the plan. The 
first fine rapture with which it was greeted in the British press 
‘has waned, 
qualms. 


Leading public men in Britain show. increasing 
Congres: has manifested unmistakab'e uneasiness. 
The Mandates Commission, too, is plainly dubious about the 
plan. Let Zionists help public opinion to find a better and, we 
must say, a more British way. 

Congres; has not been deaf to the growing body of opinion 
that is awakening to the fact that the threat of Partition is 
a vital concern of every Jew. It is not too late for Con- 
gress to consider means of enlarging the Jewish franchise 
on this subject. All Zionists and all Jews should be linked in 
responsibility on this grave.issue, and both Congress and the 
Jewish Agency should strive to achieye the. widest possible 
representation before reachiag the final decis:on in the months 
to come. 


Notes of the Week 


THe Home Oftice has deemed it its duty to expel three German 

journalists on the ground that their further 
THE EXPELLED presence is not desirable. This action bas been 
GERMAN CORRE. taken, not because of the manner in 
SPONDENTS 


which the 
individuals referred to carried out the _ pro- 
fessional tasks which they were presumab'y 
here to discharze, but on account of irregular activities in which 
they engaged and with which, as journa'ists, they had, or should 
have had, no concern! What the irrezular activities consisted in 
was not officially disclosed, but by now they have been fairly plainly 
adduced. We need only recall that in 1935 another German 
journalist in London, who represented the official German VOELK.- 
ISCHER BEOBACHTER, had also to be asked to quit for the reason 
that his continued stay Was notin the public interest, and it is clear 
that the journalists now expelled have by their conduct forfeited 
the hospitality of British soil. Without such justification it can 
be accepted that the British Government, which has consistently 
sought better relations with the Reich, would not have taken its 
present drastic action. 


IN spite of all this, however, the German Government bas now 
retaliated by demanding that Tue Times should 
recall its senior correspondent in Berlin, Mr. 
Norman Ebbutt, within a fortnight, failing which 
he would be expelled. But the reason assigned is 
not that Mr. Ebbutt, a well-infor neJ journalist of outstanding ability 
and unquestionable integrity, has exceeded his professional fanctions, 
but that his journalistic work is disapproved by the German Govern- 
ment. As an act of reprisal for the action taken in London, this step is 
a triumphant example of what Dr. Weizmann would call “ remarkable 
inconsequence.” 


HOODWINKING 
THE NATIONS 


But its more serious aspect is, to quote our con- 
temporary, its implication that Mr. Ebbutt shoald be replaced by 
another correspondent whose dispatches would more nearly rr flect 
the official version of the achievements of the Nazi regime. In 
other words, the German Government claims the right to doctor 
news and views not only inits own press, but in foreign newspapers. 
That is an outrageous claim to which no self-respecting nation 
will accede. Nor cou'd there be any shorter cut to international 
misunderstanding and strife than the practice of concealing the 
truth which Herr Hitler now tries, not for the first time, toestablish! 


AS everyone would have expected, Tue Times refuses point-blank 
to replace its correspondent by a more amenab'e 
substitute. The expulsion of its present repre- 
sentative, it points out in words of unmistakable 
significance, would merely confirm in their 
opinion those people in this and other countries who consider that 
the Nazi standards do not accord with the usual courtesies of 
civilised international life, and would be a serious set-back 
to those who are working for an improvement of Anglo-German 
relations. The truth of the matter is, however, that the Nazis, while

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professing themselves angels of peace and denouncing Jews ag 
war-makers, are, throughout the world, setting themselves to stir 
up trouble. Only recently Mr. Churchill warned the House of 
Commons that “there was a large number of foreigners in this 
country who since the War were held together by the bonds of 
Nazism and Fascist organisations. That new factor,” he declared, 
“ would have to be considered.” In America, a state bordering on 
alarm has been created by the summer camps which are operated 
by the official local Nazi Party, aud which are denounced as media 
of propaganda and the military training of German Americans 
sympathetic to the Hit'er regime, The charge is also made by 
Congressman MeCormack, Cbairman of a recent committee of 
investigation, that youths “in every city of consequence” are 
drilling under Nazi instructors. Clearly, a halt must be called to 
this reckless international mischief-making! Otber countries are 


not prepared to be treated as so Many pains . 


OvuR contemporary, the London EVENING STANDARD, is perturbed by 
the strictures which have been passed by some 

THE ‘‘EVENING delegates at the Zionist Congress on the 
STANDARD" AND action of this country in Palestine. It 
THE JLWs is indignant at “the violent and undeserved 
abuse” which it says has been uttered, 

and goes so far as to warn Jews that ‘a continuation of these 
“tactics” might create a serious reaction against them even in 
Britain. We doubt whether such words will be welcomed in a 
country which has always, and justly, prided itse'fon its high tradi- 
tions of fair play and tolerance, and in using them the EVENING 
STANDARD does the citizens of this land questionable service. 
Ou the general question raised by our contemporary, however, 
we would point out that criticism of the administration of 
Palestine and of the measures row proposed is a_ perfectly 
reasonable proceeding on the part of those who feel themselves 
aggrieved by the manner in which the terms of a compact to 
which they are a party have been carried out. Britons them. 
selves would not surrender such a right in similar circumstances, 
At what point criticism becomes abuse, however, ts a matter not 
easily determinable, But if gross and unreasoning abuse has figured 
in speeches delivered in the heat of protests ogainst what is con- 
sidered a terrible wrong, then we agree that that is not merely idle 
and useless, but inconsiderate, and we do not: believe that it finds 
any echo among the vast majority of Jews in any country. Wedo 
not need to be reminded of the goodwill and understanding shown 
by the British Government towards the Jewish people. As British 
subjects we are intensely proud of this wise and tolerant spirit. 
But it is also in no small degree as British citizens jealous for 
the good name and high ‘repute of this country that we have 
criticised the attitude of the Government in relation to Palestine. 
and have urged it incessantly to drop its present plan which the 
EVENING STANDARD itself regards as likely only to create new 
difficulties for Great Britain. We would only add that our 
contemporary's fear that the loyalty of British Jews would be 
divided between the proposed Jewish State and the Empire is, to 
use its own word, fantastic. The oft-proven loyalty of Jews to the 
land of their birth, and their deep and abiding affection for it and 
its institutions, need not, and never will be, prejudiced by the setting 
up of a tiny Jewish State in the Mediterranean comprising, as we 
hope, the whole of Palestine—a State, let it be remembered, in close 
alliance with England, and dependent on her goodwill. Any con- 


trary assumption is aveflection upon Jews which they are entitled 
to resent!

Co-ordinating Committee, Friendly Societies, and various other 
bodies, and the important principle of co-ordination of effort 
has thus been established. Over 650 open-air meetings 
have already been held in the London area. But it is, rightly, not 
proposed to rest on this record in the face of a sleepless enemy. 
This means, however, that more workers must volunteer for the 
cause. As a letter printed in another column points out, more 
speakers are required, and more Jews who are willing to accept the 
training that is offered to those who are “ slow of speech.” Loans 
of cars are also urgently called for, as well as men and women 
ready to act as stewards and distributors of litersture. At present 
the task of parrying attacks is falling upon too few shoulders, and 
in common fairness they should be relieved. bet us venture also 
the suggestion that the London Area Council should not adopt too 
stiff and stand-offish an attitude towards bodies which are dving 
similar work but are not represented on the Council. It will, no 


doubt, sce the wisdom of helping outside activities, which have 


proved themselves useful, to function on increasin 


gly effective 
lines.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Authorit 


4 Judge 8 and office ys shalt thou appoint for thyself in all thy gates, 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee, according to thy tribes; and they 
shall judge the people with righteous judgme nt. - (Deuteronomy 


xvi, 18.) 

Society can only progress and prosper under a system of law. 
Anarchy spells chaos and contusion. Lawlessness brings misery and 
ruin in its train. For the full foree of the text to be appreciated it 
must be understood that the word shophetim, translated “ judges,” is 
used in a wider connotation than we give to it. True, the shophet 
discharged the functions of a judge, but he was much more than that. 
From the Biblical Book of Judges we see that the shophet was, for all 
practical purposes, the ruler of the people. He led them to battle and 
made laws for them. 

Bearing this in mind, let us note exactly what Moses recommended 
tf, Israel. When vou settle in the land of promise, he advised them, 
appoint rulers over you—voluntarily. Do not wait until men arise 
among vou who, by reason of their ambition and power to govern, take 
command over vou and become your master, That represents an 
undesirable form ot government, government which rests upon force. 
To avoid that evil. Moses counselled them, elect rulers yourselves ; 
choose the men who are fittest for the othee, give them authority over 
vou and vield to them loyal obedience. On one condition > ~ They shall

Having a properly constituted authority, people may obey its ruling 
from two motives. Conformity to law may. result from the fear of 
the penalties of disobedience, or it may be the consequence of a sense 
of duty. Obviously the latter is the one which is morally mght. From 
the ethical point of view, the man who is honest only from the dread 
of exposure and punishment is hardly superior to the thief. We 
should be honest because it is right to be honest, and we voluntarily 
submit to what is fight. In exactly the same way we should obey 
the laws ot the State because it 1s meht so to do. 


While most 


principles, many fail to see that they apply in other spheres of hie 


people readily acknowledge the validity of these 
also. Just as men bind themselves together into States for the welfare 
of their physical existence, so they bind themselves together imto 
ecmimunities for theur spiritual life. As there are Enghshmen, Germans, 
and Russians, so there are Jews, Mohammedans, and Baptists, Each 
religious sect is differentiated by the bond of a common belief and 
practice, in exactly the same way that nations consist of individuals 
united by a conunon sentunent and legislature. Consequently loyalty 
to religious authority should mean precisely the same thing in practice 
as loyalty to State authority. By recogmsing ourselves as members 
of a religious fratermty we should acknowledge the laws governing 
that body, in the same way that the citizen of a country accepts its 
laws. 

Let us go a step farther. We saw that men obey laws either through 
lear or a sense of duty. That is likewise true of religion. There are 
men who obey the precepts of their faith only from fear of punishment 
either m this world or the next. Such persons are not truly religious, 
nor is the motive commendable. We should have reached that stage 
ot advancement where the terror of an avenging Deity ought not to be 
the controlling foree of our actions. We should obey the laws of our 
religion because it is proper for us to do so, because it is our duty, 
and loyalty demands compliance, There is such a thing as religious 
anarchy. When every member of a religious body becomes a law unte 
himself, we have disruption and decline. Spiritual progress, like 
national progress, is dependent upon order, devotion to duty, and 
cohesion. The sinking of individual preferences for the good of the 
whole is the only sure path to strength in both spheres of life. In 
neither of them has the individual the right to plead: “This law 
appeals to me, I shall observe it. That law does not appeal to me, I 
shall ignore it,” The seat of authority is not within each one of us in 
matters of this kind. We have therefore to learn to submit to an 
authority higher than our personal likes and dislikes. Judaism is 
essentially a religion of law, and he alone is a true Jew who subjects 
himself to that law freely, willingly, and cheerfully.

Retrospect 


By Watchman 


_ week saw the twenty-third anniversary of the entry of this 

country into the Great Wur. The new generation that has 
grown up since that immeasurable calamity may well wonder, as it 
glances at the world-scene, what the war was all about. and “ what 
good came of it at last.” What problems did it solve? What 
problems did it bequeath? Who gained? Who lost? I read, in 
an article in our leading English journal, the other day, that the 
hritish commonwealth of nations emerged from the conflict safe, 
mature, and more united than ever before. But some may think 
that the War hastened the loss of Ireland, and others remember 
the Dominions refused to be bound with us to the Locarno 
Treaty, thus limiting their Imperial associations. France 
recovered her eastern provinces... But across her borders 
stands a nation armed to the teeth and aflame with militarist 
ardour. The social conditions of the poor severe] 
countries were improved, but hardly in proportion to what could 
have been done for them if the thousands of millions squandered 
on human slaughter had been devoted to the betterment of 
their life. Many discoveries that had their origin in the necessi- 
ties of war were adapted to the beneficent uses of peace. But 
equally have the discoveries of war been adapted to the uses of a 
greater and more terrible war still—a war in which no distinction 
will be made between combatant and non-combatant, as the Spanish 
calamity now proves. 


HE profits derived from the great conflict have, alas, been as 
dustin the balance compared with the terrible losses that 


have followed in its train. Think of the disastrous econom‘c 


debacle, and the sufferings of the vast armies of ,unemployed, 
No amount of social legislation can ever obliterate the memory of 
those bitter experiences. Think of the holecaust of the slain, still 
mourned, and of the legacy of hate, fear, and suspicion handed on 
to the present generation through ramshackle and insensate 
treaties which hold the world in a Nessus-shirt torture. Think of 
the splendid visions brought to naught, and the ideals reduced to 
mockery. It was to be a war to make the world safe for democracy. 
Instead, we have seen the uprising of Dictatorships, and the driving of 
democracies to a posture of defence, in order to keep themselves and 
their institutions alive. It was to be a war to end war. “There 
shall be no next war!” I heard Lloyd George declare in ringing 
tones af the Queen's Hall during the height of the struggle. 
but who believes in that sp'endid hope to-day? Certainly 
not Signor Mussolini! Countries everywhere are bristling with 
armaments in preparation for that “next war,’ and no one will 
venture to say with certainty that common sense, if not common 
humanity, will prevail and the “next war” will never be.. One 
great attempt was made at the disarming of the nations. The 
disarmament conference failed, leaving the world to go on piling up 
its instruments of death made doubly ghastly through the education 
of the last war. 


T was hoped that a new era of brotherhood wonld begin for the 
peoples. But it is the horrible figure of Nationalism. political 
and economic, which grins and mocks at us, and statesimen run 
avound in conferences, seeking now here and now there to mitigate 
its fell work. Nine years ago all the nations pledged them- 
selves never to resort to war as an instrument of policy. 
“ Abyssinia” is the cruel comment on those nob'e professions. If 
the Pact of Paris were respected to-day, fear and suspicion would Le 
things unknown. but that Treaty has joined the other — scraps of 
paper” with which the world is littered. Most grievous of all, the 
League of Nations which was to liave blessed us with peace at the 
long last and to have substituted harmonious co-operition for 
military rivalry lies moribund, with few so poor to do it reverence. 
lnternationalism, instead of being a term of respect, is a term of 
obloqnuy, and wo: to the Jews who have preached the blessings of 
international comradeship! 


it is worth our while to look a little at the consequences to Jews 

of the Great War tragedy. To begin with, post-War Nationalism 
has intensified anti-Semitism to a point which not even the 
most inveterate pessimist in days gone by could have foreseen 
It has produced the evil thing called racialism, and the crash of the 
emancipation theory in Germany, together with the threat to it 
in other countries. It has intensified the poverty of great Jewish 
masses in Poland to a degree which makes Jewish sympathisers 
elsewhere wring their hands in sheer impotence to help. The War 
brought the walls of the Russian Pale tumbling to the ground, and 
gave liberty to the imprisoned Jews, but a liberty which might not 


long survive the overthrow of the Soviet system at (he bands of a 


triumphant Fascism, and a liberty offset by the virulent irreligiou 
preached in the Soviet republics. On the other hand, the War 
brought for many Jews achange of masters. For the Tsarist regime 
it substituted, in part, that of Poland with its Endeks and pogroms 
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and boycotts, and enforced emigration proposals and threats of the 
loss of citizenship. More Jews than before the War now find them- 
selves, too, in Rumania, with all the trouble and suffering that 
means. There are few European countries, indeed, if any, in which 
the Jewish skies can be described as absolutely cloudless to-day. 


ERTAIN compensating advantages were offered the Jewish 
people. There was a string of treaties for the protection of 
minorities. But nobody ever hears of them now. There was the 
League of Nations, that was to enforce those treaties, but the 
League, at all events in any major sense, is, as I have pointed 
out, moribund. And, finally, there was the historic act of atone- 
ment—the revival of Palestine as the Jewish National Home, 
By how many has that been truly described as the noblest thing 
that came out of the War! Uptill a year or twoago it seemed 
that the National Home was the only one of the ideals proclaimed 
by a war-weary world that would endure. But even that has now 
been whittled away by stages, under the influence of Realpolitik; 
and nobody can say that the stump that is now offered us would 
survive the next political crisis and the next fervid appeal to Jews - 
to be practical and “ statesmanlike'’! 


HAT has been written above is a necessarily brief and rough 
balance-sheet of gains and losses of the Great War. It 
demonstrates that if the world at large has lost much and 
won little or nothing, the Jews have come very near to losing 
all. If the great conflict were repeated, if would, we ars often 
told, spell the eclipse of modern civilisation. What would happen 
to the habitations of Jewry in such a calamity baffles the imagina- 
tion to describe. Yet there are knaves or imbeciles who go about 
persuading bigger fools even than themselves that not only did 
Jewry plot the last war but that it is conspiring to start the next. 
lt it a thousand pities that the peoples are so little conscious of the 
horrors and suffering that the last clash brought to Jewry. After 
all, if there is any idea about Jews that is rooted in the popular 
mind it is that they are super-intelligent, not to say uncannily 
clever. Can we ever ask non-Jews too insistently why so intelligeuat 
a race should wish to repeat a devilry which in fact could only 
prove an act of self-destruction? And might we not further ask 
incidentally why Jews who are assailed as war-mongers are also 
attacked as Pacifists—in Germany for instance”? 


HE world situation, as we now see it, is not a pleasant one for 

lovers of ‘the human kind to envisage. Can the position be 

retrieved and a real era of human hope and advancement be inaugu-

The Sunday Trading Act 
L.C.Cc, ACCUSED OF DISCRIMINATION 


Allegations that the L.C.C. were not administering the new Shops 
(Sunday Trading Restrictions) Act properly were made during tho 
hearing of a case at Lambeth Police Court last week. Maurice Chapper, 
a ladies’ outfitter, of Camberwell Road, pleaded guilty to opening his 
shop on Sunday, June 13th, and was fined £1. 

In a statement which Mr. Chapper made when he received the 
summons, he declared ; ‘‘ There are traders in East Street and Westmore- 
land Street who have no more legal right to open on Sunday than I have. 
I gathered from the County Hall that, technically speaking, they were 
trading illegally, but that the L.C.C. thought it would be inadvisable to 
institute proceedings against them. Discrimination is being applied to one 
and not the others. The law says that all shopkeepers must close on 


Sundays. I do not think it should be necessary for shops to open on 
Sundays.”’

A BLACKSHIRT BACK FROM GERMANY 


Repeating Lessons of “ Race Purity” 
ATTACK ON RIVAL FASCISTS 


Mosley or Leese as Leader ?

“Mick” Clarke is back from Germany. He was féted by Julius 
Streicher in Nuremberg, as reported in last week's Jewisn CHuronicie. 
and his speech at the b.U.F. meeting at Victoria Park Square, Bethnal 
Green, last Friday showed a marked Streicher influence. For the first 
time he demanded “race purity,” the principle upon which the dam- 
nable “ Nuremberg laws” are based. It is this fake principle that has 
eaused endless musery in Germany by mving rise to tmals for “ racial 
desecration.” This so-called principle of race purity ts the leading point 
in Strencher's disgusting campaign against Jews. 
(‘larke has brought home with hun. 

It is a new line for the British Umion of Fascists and is perhaps a sign 
of the Umon’s waning prestige, which forces it to sink lower and lowe1 
into the gutter. A. K. Chesterton. the official biographer of Mosle, 
and newly-appointed Editor of the BLacksurrr, has written in his 
* Portrait of a Leader”: “ Even to-day Musley refuses to be ‘drawn 
into adopting any racial line of attack on them ithe Jews],

Butter for Germany and the Police 

He brought back preposterous stories from Germany, saving that all 
class distinctions have been abolished there, that domestic servants 
eat at the same table as their mistresses, and the poor man is welcomed 
in the mech man’s club. He demed that there was normally a shortage 
of butter, but added that on the rare occasions when there was a 
shortage, everybody was rationed to the extent of one pound of butter 
per person per day—which, he pointed out, was more than a poor man 
gets in England (and, we might add, more than he could eat, anyway). 

He excited the more gullible members of his audience by ludicrous 
tales of Communist and Jewish intrigue in the days when democracy 
ruled. The German police, he said, had had their eyes put out with 
red-hot irons, and the large force of London police that was 
present at the meeting heard him suggest that. they would meet with a 


‘similar fate if “ Jewish Bolshevism” got into power in England. He 


was very solicitous on Friday for the welfare of the police» hoping 
perhaps that they had not read Action and the BLacksuirr of 
July 24th, which attacked the police for their conduct in the recent 
disturbances at Southampton and which alleged that they “ completely 
failed in their duty.” 7 

Clarke dwelt at length upon the News Curonic.e’s investigations 
into the East End terror, which are summarised in this section. 
They seemed to have “got him on the raw” and he tnmed to 
retahate by stigmatising the News CHRONICLE as “ pornographic”! 
Phrases like “ the poison-pen of the Jew ” and “ the dribble and drabble 
of the pornographic Press” seemed to console hun for want of 
argument, 

The imperial Fascist League 


His peroration (if the culmination of an hour-and-a-half's purple 
patches can be so called) was curious. It consisted of an attack, not on 
the Jews, not on the Communists, not even on the Government, but. on 
the Imperial Fascist League. It appears that the League has been 
extending its activities to Bethnal Green and has su “ rattled ” Clarke 
that he told his audience they must choose their leader—Mosley or 
Leese. He said the League was worthless, because only one of its 
members had been arrested during the last year, whereas twenty-six 
members of the B.U.F. had been arrested. He increased this number 
to. twenty-eight a few sentences later. He even trotted out the 
“ Protocols of Zion,” a “ prop” without the aid of which no Fascist 
actor is complete. He alleged that the League was mentioned an the 
“ Protocols ” as an organisation set up by the Jews to distract attention 
trom the real Fascists! 

As I stood in the crowd I noticed three young girls talking loudly 
and delhberately of “ the filthy Yids.” They applauded heartily every 
anti-Jewish, SrverMerR-borrowed sentiment the speaker uttered, and 
were typical of those whom a contemporary has described as ™ supply 
youngsters, knowing little of politics, but ready for excitement.” 


ALLEGATIONS OF POLICE BRUTALITY 


Magistrate “ Not Prepared” to Discuss Them 


A STEPNEY GREEN CONVICTION 

Allegations that the police “lost their heads” and acted with 
“ extreme brutality ” and “almost with ferocity” when arresting a 
young man named Levy after the Fascist meeting at Stepney Green 
on July 14th were denied at Thames Police Court last Friday. Levy 
pleaded not guilty to assaulting Junior Station Inspector Ennis and 
P.C. Sailes. | 

Mr. E. G. Taylor. prosecuting, said that after the Fascist meeting 
had ended, the police were endeavouring to control a large crowd, 
members of which resented an arrest which had been effected. Levy 
struck Junior Station Inspector Ennis a violent blow on the cheek, 
causing him to fall against some railings, and then ran away. 
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P.C. Sailes and other officers intercepted. him, and Levy struck 
PC. Sales on the face and kicked him on the elbow. After a struggle, 
he was arrested. Both officers were on the sick hst for two days. 

Inspector Ennis admitted that he had his truncheon in his hand, 
but only after Levy struck him. He said that he did not see seven or 
eight police officers on top of Levy, punching and kicking him and 
banging his head on the ground, nor did he see an officer squeezing 
Levy's head under his armpit and another forcing his leg up in the air. 
Neither did he see Levy's head banged against some ratings nor 
against the kerbstone. 

Mr. Everard Dickson, the magistrate, said that if, after he was 
arrested, various things happened to him, he did not see what 1t had to 
dc with the case. “I have two charges to deal with,” he said, “ and 
! am gormg to deal with those two charges. What happened to him 
alterwards ay be a matter to be raised elsewhere, but [Pm not ome 
to be diverted from the matters I have to consider.” 

Mr. Taylor suggested that, if Mr. Elwyn Jones, for the defendant, 
had any allegations to make against. the police, they should be made 
to the Commissioner. 

P.C. Sales stated that when he intercepted Levy the latter aimed a 
dehberate blow at him, stmking hun on the left temple and knocking 
off hus helmet. Levy then stepped back and kicked him on the left 
elbow. He closed with Levy anc thes fell to the ground 

P.C. Hitchcock also pave evidence, stating that he held Levys on 
the ground wilulst P.C. Sales was on t ol La but he demed, that 
either of them used excessive violence or that he lost his teniper,

He demed that he struck either of the officers deliberately 
He stated that he was in bed at home for.two days attet hus arrest 
and was then in hospital for tive days, berg X-raved there. 

Three witnesses gave evidence on behalf of Levy. 

Dealing with the alleged inmpunes to Levy, Mr. Dickson observed: 
I am always conscious of the fact that, when a prisoner is alleged 
to have been violent, it is rather unlikely that he can be expected to 
emerge totally unscathed.” 

Mr. Jones contended that the police had been culty of extreme and 
unnecessary brutality. 

Summing up, Mr. Dickson said he was left with no doubt at all tnat 
the assaults on the two officers were deliberate, and he rejected the 
evidence which had been called to suggest that there was any accident 
or any measure of self-defence in it, “It might be,” he added, “ that, 
after the assaults, the arrest of defendant was not conducted in a very 
gentle fashion, but that is quite another matter and not. one I'm 
prepared to discuss: here.” 

Levy was sentenced to two months unprisonment on each of the 
two charges, the terms to be concurrent. 

A brother of Levy was bound over in the sum of £5 for twelve 
months on a charge of obstructing a constable m the execution of his 
duty on the same occasion. 

He pleaded guilty, and Mr. Taylor explained that, whilst the police 
were trying to effect the arrest of his brother, he jumped on the back 
of the constable and tried to pull him off. 


“HATRED, SUSPICION, AND FEAR” 


Blackshirts Responsible for East End Conditions 
INVESTIGATOR’S DISTURBING CONCLUSIONS 


The News Caronxicie published a report last Friday ot the findings 
of a special investigator who had been sent to discover what was 
happening in the East End. He lived for three days in Stepney, and 
the conclusions he arrived at substantiate the statements so often made 
in these columns concerning the sttuation in East London. 

His two main conclusions are that the imtroduction of raciul 
animosity by Blackshirts is responsible for the feeling of high tension 
that exists in the East End, and that the lax administration of the 
Public Order Act is protecting “those who incite to violence by 
preaching creeds of hate.” 

For three days he lived “in an atmosphere of hatred, suspicion, and 
fear, which has to be felt to be beheved,” and he has no doubt that 
‘ Blackshirts have been mainly responsible for this situation.” He 
attended a Blackshirt meeting at Victoria Park Square, Bethnal Green 
—a meeting similar to those reported in these columns—and heard “a 


rabid attack upon the Jews. 


“ Politics have little to do with the tension in East London,” he 
writes. “For years the Communist Party has attacked the ‘capitalist 
system” without involving East London in serious strife. A new 
factor has come into the East End—the immensely powerful factor of 
racial agitation—and until that 1s removed there will-be no peace.” 

He heard criticism of the police, but he holds the view, which has also 
been expressed in this journal, that the police have on the whole 
behaved well in difficult circumstances. “The situation is such,” he 
believes, “ that inevitably they [the police] must appear partial. By 
their provocative anti-Semitism in a Jewish area, the Blackshirts have 
stirred up so much passion that they have to be protected. Police 
escort them to their meeting place, protect them from undue inter- 
ruption, and eseort them away. In other words, the police act on the 
assumption that a Blackshirt meeting is a legal gathering and Black- 
shirt free speech a thing which must be protected. When, as a result 
of ineredible provocation, a Jewish audience gets out of control... 
the police arrest the provoked anti-Fascists. The alternative would 


be,” he concludes, “to stop the Blackshirt meeting and arrest the. 
Blackshirts.”

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Jews in the Great War 
Efficiency Judged by Death-Roll

The contribution of British Jewry to the Alhed cause dumng the 
Great War was examined by a Fascist speaker in Finsbury Square on 
Thursday of last week.

This movement, admirably carried on in its carlier phases by the 
Association of Jewish Freendly Societies, has now expanded into a wider 
organisation, representative in a greater degree of the Jewish Community. 
On the London Area Council, there now sit representatives of the 
Co-ordinating Committee of the Board of Deputies, the Association of 
Jewish Friendly Societies, the Jewish Ex-Servicemen’s Legion, the 
Association of Jewish Youth, the Maccabi Assoc ation, aud the University 
of London Jewish Union Society. In addition, we have representatives 
of Area Committees from the districts which are closely affected by anti- 
Semitic propaganda, 

We have emp) isised the compos tion of the C yuncil i or ler to dispel 
any misapprehension that ours is a sectional movement. We can, there- 
fore, appeal without reservation to all sections of the Community for their 
wholehecarted and active assistance, 

We need more help, The heavy and exhansting task of combating Jew- 
baiting is. falling upon too small a band of workers, drawn from every 
walk of life. For months past they have sacrific: 
life, and comfort in the task of repe'ling the 
Community. We must have reinforcements: 
duty of the Community to supply. 

(1) We want mor ready. to put our case from the open-air 
public platform. Over 630 open-air meetings have been held in the 
London area, Lvery Sunday we are in Ifyde Park, Streatham Common. 
and other open spaces. On week-day nights we are in the East End and 
other parts of London where the traducers of our Community are active. 
In Finsbury Square and elsewhere, we have lunch-hour meetings. Our 
audiences vary from 2,500 to 100. Some meetings are lively, but we are 
listened to. On no. occasion have our cnemies succeeded in shouting us 
down with meaningless normse,. or in breaking up our meetings With violence, 
although both methods of preventing us from stating our casc have been 
repeatedly attempted, 

Any Jew who knows how to speak in public owes a duty to his fellow- 
Jews to-day to help on our platform. Jew-baiters are nightly holding 
many meetings, which, owing to lack of speakers, we cannot at present 
counter. 

(2) We want more volunteers who are willing to be trained to speak. Let 
no man, or woman, stand aside because they have never tried to speak. 
We give free training. Every Wednesday evening at Woburn House 
practical courses in public speaking are given. 

The time te learn is now. Those who reach the standard we require— 
it is a high one~-pass on to our platforms. They will have gained much 
for themselves, and, from the standpoint of the Community, they will be 
rendering a service of which they can be proud. 

Our speakers are a happy band, inspired by the ideal of service to the 
Community. We invite all who can speak or desire to learn to speak to 
join them. 

We recognise that there are many who cannot offer their services as 
speakers. We have use for them in other ways. . 

(3) We want many more offers of cars for transporting our speakers to 
and from meetings. We make no excessive request. One evening a 
week from 7 p.m. is sufficient. The number of volunteers enrolled for 
our work is lamentably small. We ask car owners now to make some 
sacrifice of their time for the service of the Community in this way. 

(4) We want more men and vromen who will volunteer their services on 
Sundays and on weekday evenings to act as stewards and distributors of 
literature at our meetings. There is no reason, so far as we know, for 
any one to refuse this duty. 

The familiar plea—** There is no Jew-baiting or anti-Semitism where 
we live "—is no excuse for not helping others. You owe a duty to your 
coreligionists, and there is disgraceful Jew-baiting in certain districts, 
amounting in some places to real terrorism. 

. Such is our appeal to the Community. We make it now, in the holiday 
season, because we are laying our plans for the autumn. 

The offices of the Council will re-open on Monday after being closed for 
a: fortnight’s vacation. 

We ask all who have the real interests of the Anglo-Jewish Community 
af heart, and who are prepared to offer their services in one of the 
ctpacities mentioned above, to communicate with the Secretary of the

Anti-Semites Fail in Municipal Elections 


Municipal elections held in sixteen districts have given the 
Goveroment Liberal Party a majority in eight districts. The 
Democratic National Peasants’ Party secured a majority in seven 
districts, and the anti-Semitic Cuzist Party a majority in one 
district. The anti-Jewish Rumanian National Front, led by Dr. 
Vaida-Voevod, failed to secure a majority in any district. The 
combined vote ofthe anti-Semitic groups amounted to about 82,000, 
while the Liberal and National Peasants’ Parties polled over 
230,000 votes. The Minister of the Interior announces that be has 


ordered an inquiry into anti-Jewish excesses that occurred during 
the elections in Radauti. v 


ss The Ministry of Education has issued an order forbidding the singing of 
Hatikval” in all the Jewish schools.

Nazi Call to Boycott Jews 
German Legation’s Impudent Attack 


An impudent Nazi drive against German-Jewish residents is 
reported from Luxemburg. Members of the local German colony 
are said to have received circulars from the German Legation 
ordering them to boycott Jewish shops, a list of which was 
appended. Evidently the Nazis think that Luxemburg is already a 
German dependency. 

The Legation is also stated to have informed all German Jews in 
the Grand Duchy who recently applied for renewal of their passports

Refugee Doctor's Appointment 
A Distinguished Career

Professor Max Rosenberg, until recently head of the Internal 
Polyclinic of the Berlin Jewish Community, has been appointed 
Principal Medical OMicer of the Jewish 
Hospital in Cairo. 

Professor Rosenberyz, who is a famous 
authority on diabetes and kidney 
diseases, is a son of the late Dr. 
Herbert Rosenberg, the well-known 
German-Jewish laryogologist. He was 
born in Bertin in 1887, and was educated 
at the Universities of Berlin, Munich, 
and Fribourg. 1n 1911 he was awarded his 
M.D. degree, and worked for two vears 
as on assistant at the Berlin Charity 
Hospital. In 1913 he was appointed 
as assistant at the Berlin West End 
Hospital. He served from 1916 to 1919 
es a Major on the Rumanian and 
Belgian fronts, and for his’ military x 
services he was awarded the Iron Cross PROFESSOR ROSENBERG 
(Zod Class) by the German Government 
aud was made a Knight of the Iron Crescent by the Turkish 
Government. 

After the War, Professor Rosenberg became Head of the Clinic of 
the West Eud Hospital, a position he held until 1933. In 1922 he 
was appointed Professor of Internal Diseases at the University of 

serlin. The Nazi authorities retired him on pension in 1933. 

Apart from bis professorial work, Professor Rosenberg is the 
author of nearly a hundred authoritative medical treatises, the most 
important of which are his “Handbook of Diabetes and Kidney 
Diseases’ (published in four languages) and “ Studies on Scurvy.”

SOUTH AFRICA 


Nationalist Threat of Numerus Clausus 


An astounding statement to the effect that the Nationalist Party 
was contemplating a numerus clausus for Jews was made recently at 
a Party meeting at the Malmesbury Town Hall, addressed by two 
Nationalist Members of Parliament, Dr. Karl Bremer and Mr. F. C. 
Erasmus. Questioned by the anti-Semitic Greyshirt leader, Mr. 
L.. T. Weichardt, Mr. Erasmus replied that the Nationalist Party 
was considering the imposition of a Jewish quota in the various 
professions, and that under such a quota system Jews would have 
to occupy public positions in relation to their numbers. Mr. 
Erasmus’ statenrént bas aroused great indignation among Jews and 
strong criticism in the Jewish Press. 

Greysbirts, Fascists, and Communists clashed outside the 
Johannesburg City Hall last week. The police made twelve arrests.

FRANCE 


Racial Questions at the Population Congress 
Nazi Theories Ridiculed 


[From our Correspondent—ParRis | 

The recent World Congress for Population Problems held in Paris 
was outstanding for its interesting discussions on German racial 
theories. The large German delegation not only advertised the 
methods adopted by the Nazi regime with a view to increasing the 
birth-rate, but tried to justify sterilisation practices and the persecu- 
tion of Jews and gipsies. In the lively debate that ensued, the 
Germans found it difficult to sustain their thesis of the 
existence of superior and inferior races. Nevertheless, Professor 
Riidin, of Munich, insisted on the necessity of protecting the 
highly-endowed Nordic race from the dangers which threatened 
it. The objection that the racial measures of the Nazi Government 
were reminiscent of the methods of the stock-breeder did not perturb 
him in the least. | 

Considerable attention was also devoted to the question of the 
interdependence of race and culture. When the Germans sought 
to claim that modern civilisation in its entirety was an achieve- 
ment of the Nordic race, they met with the prompt response that 
the majority of the German people belonged not to the Nordic, but 


to the Alpine, Dinaric, and Slav races. The 100 per cent. “ Aryans,” - 


it was claimed, were precisely those gipsies to whom the German 
delegate Dr. Ritter referred in terms of the utmost contempt. 


Jews’ Mixed Descent 


On the initiative of the “ Race and Race-ology " group, which was 
constituted in Paris a short time ago under the presidency of 
Professor Bouglé, Director of the Ecole Normale, several Jewish 
scientists were invited to pfirticipate in the Congress proceedings.

with in a special paper by Professor J. Brutzkus. Basing 
his arguments on a large number of blood tests taken in varioug 
countries, Professor Brutzkus contended that the Jews belonged, 
according to their blood structure, to four different types: Semitic, 
Western European, mixed Eastern European, and Mongoloid. These 
blood-types corresponded with the respective types of skull. The 
existence of such varied types among the Jews was due, he said, to 
the intermingling of Semites with proselytes in the Roman Empire 
and in the kingdom of the Khazars. A profound impression was 
made when Professor Brutzkus asserted that blood tests in Berlin 
showed local Jews to be purer Europeans than local Germans. On 
the other hand, Jewish blood tests in the Crimea and in the 
Caucasus showed that the local Jews were more Mongoloid than the 
local Tartars. 

After the Congress a reception was given by the “ Race and Race- 
ology group,” at which Professor Rivet presided. Sir Robert Mond 
was one of the guests. 


GREECE 


New Suburb for Homeless Jews 
Solving a 20-Year-Old Problem 


‘From our Correspondent—THESSALONIKI] 


The Minister of the Interior has approved plans for the settle- 
ment of the vexed problem of the homeless Jews of Thessaloniki. 
The plight of these Jews dates from 1917 when a fire 
ravaged the Jewish quarter. No fewer than 400 Jewish families 
who lost their homes had to be housed in synagogues, com. 
munal homes, and corrugated iron barracks. However, the 
site of the barracks was required for a new railway station, 
and the Jews had to take up their staff once again. The local 
Jewish authorities thereupon submitted a construction plan to the 
Government providing for an expenditure of 6,000,000 drachmas 
(about £12,000), one half to ba a State subsidy and the other a long. 
term loan. Chief Rabbi Koretz and a Jewish delegation proceeded 
to Athens and submitted the plan to M. Metaxas, the Prime Minister. 
The Goverument, it is now reported, is to make a large tract of land 
available near Thessaloniki for a Jewish suburb, and will provide 
funds for the transfer of the homeless Jews, llowever, it could not 
agree to provide a subsidy for the construction work. 


Greek Jewry took an official part in the celebrations last week of the 
anniversary of the establishment of the presentregime. In Thessaloniki, 
a special Synagogue Service was held, ‘attended by the Mayor and many

DANZIG 


Jewish Judges Forced to Resign

There is only ove Jewish civil servant left in Danzig, the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency reports, and the Nazis are now concentrating on 
forcing him to resigu yoluntarily.”’

Notorious Jew-Baiter Arrested 


Major Franz Szalasy, the notorious anti-Semitic political agitator 
aud leader of the dissolved Party of the National Will, was arrested 
this week for attempting to publish a violent anti-Jewish pamphlet. 
Major Szalasy, who was recently released after being sentenced to 
one month's imprisonment for a similar offence, is to be brought to 
trial shortly. ‘The pamphlet for which he has been rearrested 
demands the complete disfranchisement of the Jews and the partial 
confiscation of their property. 

The extremist Nationalist student weekly EasTa has been con- 
fiscated by the anthorities for indulging in anti Jewish incitement.

“ Ample Evidence” for Home Office Action

The Heracp also gives an account of one Nazi meeting attended b\ 
200 to 600 Germans held in a hall in the West End of London, where a 
lecture was given on “ Racial Desecration.” 

The Diplomatic Correspondent of the MancnesTeR GUARDIAN, in a 
long article on the expulsions, States that a large number of German- 
(and not only journalists) resident in England are engaged in ver, 
assiduous inquiries into the opimions, movements, and private lives 0! 
Englishmen who are regarded as hostile by the German authorities 
A number of Englishmen—ineluding journalists—are “ shadowed 
(though irregularly and amateurishly! by Nazis who report either to 
their organisation in London or to Berlin, he continues. In a sense 
every member of the National Socialist party in Great Britain is a 
potential agent. It is considered his duty as a National Socialist to 
gather information (quite apart from any he may need as a journalst 
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or a business man) and to pass it on to his supenors. That activity 
of this kind might become serious (it has been extended to clubs. 
societies, institutes, and so on, where matters of a confidential character 
might be discussed) has long been evident. 

For a considerable period, THe Jewtsu Curonicie has drawn atten. 
tion to the question of Nazi activity in England. In September, 1933, 
a DatLy HERALD report was quoted in this journal to the effect that 
Hitler was shortly sending a new chief propagandist to London in the 
person of Frederick Willis, son of a British officer in the Indian Army. 
but a naturalised German and an ardent Nazi. He was apparently 60) 
have been attached to the Staff of the German Embassy. and to have 
been placed i charge of the Press Department. At a banquet given in 
his honour in Rome, light was thrown upon a less official aspect of his 
work, the HeRaLp stated, when the German Ambassador wished him 
luck, and Herr Willis revealed his intention of intrieuing with Fascist 
in London for a Nazi revolution in England. 


London Group's Past Activities 


In the same month a further DatLy Heratp report was quoted to 
the effect that a lst of thirty-three distinguished Germans exiled bv 
Hitler had been posted up in a club for London Nazis. with the 
admonition, “ If you meet one of them, kill him. And if he is a Jew. 
then break every bone in lus body.” It was stated that the notice 
disappeared following the appearance of the Dary Heratp’s report, 
and that the Commissioner of Police had the matter in hand 


On February 23rd, 1934, Tue Jewtsu Curonicie published a trans- 


lation of an account in the VoeLKiscner Beospacurer of “ How the 
London Nazi Organisation was formed ” in 1931. The author. “ R.W..” 
stated that he was assisted in his work of organising London Germans 
into the Nazi Party by Dr. Thost, and that he had established contact 
with the Imperial Fascist League. Nazi “ Party-comrades ” mentioned 
by him were Recke, Hunmelmann, Beckhoff, Wassermann. von Loesch. 
and Lange, and the meeting places included two Soho restaurants (the 
names were given), “I asked Dr. Newmann to take over the leader- 
ship of the Group,” the account declared. “Although Partyv-comrade 
Newmann was an offimal at the German Kimbassy, he touk over the 
leadership of the Group in spite of possible consequences, and did 
great service to the movement.” 

Karly in 1934 an appeal was issued for £7,000-to establish a German 
House in London, in which it was stated that the “ local Group of the 
Nazi Party was growing in scope and importance.” Another appeal 
for funds was also issued from the German Kmbassy, signed “ Ruter,” 
on behalf of the Ambassador, the late Herr von Hoesch (Herr 
Rubbentrop’s predecessor). 

In May, 1934, the Pariser TaGesiarr alleged that the “man behind 
Herr von Hoesch” was an official of the German Embassy, whose name 
was given. “ The political leadershup of the Nazi branch in England,” 
it said, “ belongs to this official, who was allotted to the staff of the 
German Embassy after the Hitler revolution. He is not a professional 
diplomat. For several years he was a close associate of Rosenberg in 
the Nazi Foreign Department. He ts the direct political nominee of 
Hitler and is superior to von Hoesch in all Party questions . . 2” The 
same paper gave the name of the Secretamal head of the London 
branch. 

About the same tame the DaiLy Heravp alleged that Nazi spies were 
active in this country. 

In 1936 the WestprurscHer Beosacurer published an account of 
the activities of a Naz agent m England. He was sain! to have 
attended a Nazi meeting in London in full uniform. 


Strangle-hold on Jewish Press 


Dr. Goebbels, the Minister of Propaganda, has issued an order 
placing all Jews connected with the Jewish Press under the jurisdiction 
of Herr Hinkel, the head of the Reichs Culture Department,.who 1s 
already in charge of other Jewish cultural affairs. All Jewish pub- 
lishers, editors, journalists, contributors, and. reporters, as well as all 
Jews employed in the publishing offices and in the Press departments of 
Jewish organisations and Communities, must register with Herr Hinkel 
and obtain certificates permitting them to pursue their work. After 
October Ist, 1937, only Jews in possession of such certificates will be 
permitted to retain their connection with Jewish Press work. 


GERMAN NEWS ITEMS 


Tae “ Paulus Bund,” the organisation formed to cater for the needs 
ot “non-Aryan” Christians, has been ordered by Herr Hinkel to 
change its name to the “ 1937 Union.” 

A COUNTRY-WIDE campaign to “ purge” Prussian museums and art 
galleries in order to eliminate “non-Germanic elements” was announced 
by General Goering last week. This follows Hitler's recent attack on 
“Jewish and Bolshevist art.”

Nationa! Gallery's New Acquisitions 
Wilson, de Wint, Renoir, Degas 


There can surely be no more enterprising public galleries in the world 
than our own National and Tate. Every time one goes to either there 
is a change of some sort. Only a few weeks ago the National Gallery 
bought a great masterpiece by Degas. and new there are four further 
acquisitions, two on loan and two permanent. The latter continue the 
Trustees’ policy of, representing English landscape painting as com- 
pletely as possible and consist of a “ View on the Thames,” by Richard 
Wilson, in Room XXV and a “ Landscape with Haymakers,” by Peter 
de Wint, in Room XXII, 

The Wilson 1s one of several versions of a favourite scene of his, and 
as it bears his rare monogram one can assume that he was particularly 
pleased with it. And well he mght have been, for here is a perfect 
Surmimner evening. No one ever lit an evening landscape more beauts- 
fully than Wilson at his best, and he ts certainly at huis best here. 
The compositional value of the Guardi-like figures is also remarkable. 
The de Wint is difficult to see on a cunny day, owing to the reflections 
in the glass. If it is not one of his most personal and attractive works 
it is a fine piece of weather paintmmg and shows very usetully what he 
learnt in spint and techmque not only from Constable, which ts 
acknowledged, but also fromn Turner, which ts at the moment im danger 
of being forgotten. 

Both the new loans are French and are hung in the lovels 
Room AXI. One is a portrait by Renow of Madame Monet and 1s lent 
by Mr. Gulbenkian. It ts exquisitely painted in his most lunmad pened, 
shortly after 1870, and even survives the test of being hung between 


the newly-acquired masterpiece of Degas and Van Gogh's selt-portrait 


with his ear bandaged. It 1s in a beautiful harmony of blue. green, and 
white, Madame Monet wearnye an embroilered bine dress and lying 
right to left, on a white couch. Manet’s similarly painted portrait ot 
his wife, lving left to mght in a white dress on a blue couch, 1s 
irresistibly called to nmund. [i only the National.

Increase in the Number of Patients 


Additions to the Equipment 


[From our Correspondent] 


Mr. L. L.. Zossenheim presided at the annual meeting of the Herzl- 
Moser Hospital, held at the Jubilee Hall of the Jewish Institute. 
In the course of his address he said that the number of patients 
treated during the year amounted to 419, and that the average 
duration of residence was 26 days. A welcome innovation had been 
introduced by the establishment of an Out-Patients’ Department, and 
up to the end of the year there had been 189 patients. Important 
and necessary additions had been made to the equipment of the 
Surgical and Massage Departments, and the new Diathermy treat- 
ment apparatus had been installed. More patients had been 
admitted into the Hospital during the year than in any previous 
year, and in spite of that he was glad to note that the expenditure 
was less than that of the previous year. He announced that Mr, 
Henry Freedman, Chairman; Messrs. A. V. Gould and S. H. Lyons, 
Vice-Chairmen: J. Gillinson, Treasurer; the Rev. Dr. J. Abelson, 
Hlon. Secretary; and Messrs. D. Balsham and J. B. Perlman, Hon, 
Auditors, had been returned unopposed. 

Mr. Henry Freedman (Chairman of the Hospital), who had also 
acted as Treasurer, submitted the report and balance-sbeet. He 
commended the weekly subscribers fot the support which they gave to 
the institution. but regretted that the annual subscriptions showed 
n falling-off. He referred to the late Lord Moynihan and Dr. M. 
Umanski, whose deaths during the year had meant the loss to the 
Hospital of two creat helpers. Mr. Freedman expressed the bope 
that the Rev. Dr. Abe'son would soon be restored to good health, 
and thanked Mr. S. Wolfson, Mr. A. V. Gould, and the Board for their 
co-operation during his absence from office. He also referred to 
the excellent work done by the Hon. Visiting Staff, the Resident 
Medical Officer, Matron, and Nursing Staff. :

Jewish Lads’ Brigade at Walmer 


Inspection by the Marquis of Willingdon 
‘CARRY ON THE EMPIRE'S GREAT TRADITIONS” 


Judging by the healthy, sunburned faces of the boys, the 1937 
camp of the London Battalions of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade was a 
complete success (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative). The 
camp was held at Hawke's Hill Farm, Kingsdown, Walmer, Kent, 
which is situated on the tops of the cliffs, facing a wide stretch of 
sea. As I strolled around the camp last Friday, the day of the 
inspection, I saw the pleasure and happiness with which the boys 
went about their duties. The whole atmosphere of the camp did 
credit to those responsible for its organisation,

atthe camp. In the morning, after prayers, the camp is divided into 
kibbutzim for educational work. There is a fairly large Hebrew- 
speaking circle, and I was interested to note the number of Hebrew signs 
dotted over the camp. One visitor caused amusement by demanding ‘‘a 
pen’oth of BYO 215!” Every bonch and bonch is not merely a member of 
Habonim, but also part of the movement, and therefore all assist in doing 
the necessary fatigues. The meat is brought daily from London. and 
Kashrut is carefully observed, there being separate milk and meat tents. 

Permission has to be obtained, and is readily granted, for all excur- 
sions outside the camp, and I saw a band of bathers leave the sea-shore for 
the camp. Dressed in their “uniform” of blue shirt and flannel shorts 
and singing Hebrew songs, they mae a fine picture. I was told that 
many non-Jewish residents had visited the camp, and were greatly 
impressed by it. 

At the nightly camp-fires the members sing pioneer songs, dance the 
Tlora, and seemingly mute, inglorious bonim and bonoth reveal amazing 
talents. Chaver Shubi Olswanger is responsible for entertainments, and 
his own Hebrew songs are very popular in the camp. Rcshk Beonoth, 
Chaverah Olga Braham, and Rosh Bonim, Chaver David Smith, are pleased 
with the behaviour of their Gedudim, many of whose members refused to 
leave at the end of their first week and stayed on for the second. 

Last Sunday was “J.N.F." day at the camp, and many youngsters 
salloped around shaking the bine collecting boxes.

Allegations 


Was Dr. Weizmann Committed ?

After prolonged and heated debate, the Zionist Congress at Zurich 
- passed a resolution containing eight paragraphs on the subject of the 
proposed Partition of Palestine. 

This resolution, while empowering the Executive to negotiate with the 
British Government ‘' with a view to ascertaining the precise terms of 
His Majesty's Government for the proposed establishment of a Jewish 
State,’’ categorically insists that the Executive ‘* shall not.commit either 
itself or the Zionist Organisation,'’ but shall report back the results of 

its exploratory negotiations to a special Congress to be called for the 
purpose of considering the proposals. 

A feature of this week's discussion has been the hardening of opinion 
against Partition. This is reflected in paragraph 3 of the Resolution, 
which ‘' directs the Executive to resist any infringement of the RIGHTS 
of the Jewish people internationally guaranteed by the Balfour Declaration 
and the Mandate.’’ 

Even these safeguards were considered insufficient by 158 of the 
delegates, who opposed the Resolution (300 supporting it). These 
opponents submitted an alternative resolution frankly condemning the 
whole principle of Partition. 

Frantic eflorts were made by those in favour of the majority Resolution, 
led by Dr. Weizmann, to secure its acceptance. Fantastic threats and 
warnings of what would follow rejection of Partition and wildly 
imaginative inducements as to the possibilities of the offer were recklessly 

mployed. 

According to a document which Mr. M. Grossman, leader of the Jewish 
State Party, read to Congress, and which is reported below, Dr. 
Weizmann had as early as July 19th committed himself personally to 
acceptance of the Government's Partition proposal, subject to minor 
adjustments. This allegation caused a considerable sensation and 
further bewildered an already confused Congross. 

Dr. Stephen Wise, in a powerful speech, solemnly warned Congress of 
the risk that the Executive might be led to disregard the stringent 
restrictions imposed by the Resolution.

Full Text of Resolution 

1. The Twentieth Zionist Congress solemnly reattirms the historic 
connection of the Jewish people with Palestine and its inalienable 
nghts to its homeland. 

2. The Congress takes note of the findings of the Palestine Royal 
Commission with regard to the following fundamental matters: first. 
that the primary purpose of the Mandate, as expressed in its preamble 
and its articles, is to promote the establishment of the Jewish National 
Home ; secondly, that the field in which the Jewish National Home was 
to be established was understood at the time of the Balfour Declaration 
to be the whole of historic Palestine, including Transjordan; thirdly, 
that inherent in the Balfour Declaration was the possibility of the 
evolution of Palestine into a Jewish State; fourthly, that Jewish 
xttlement in Palestine has conferred a substantial benefit upon the 
Arab population and has been to the economic advantage of the Arabs 
as a whole. 

3. The Congress rejects the assertion of the Palestine Royal 
/ Commission that the Mandate has proved unworkable and demands its 
fulfilment. The Congress directs the Executive to resist any infringe- 
ments of the rights of the Jewish people internationally guaranteed by 
the Balfour Declaration and the Mandate. | 

The Congress rejects the conclusion of the Royal Commission that 
the national aspirations of the Jewish people and of the Arabs of 
Palestine are irreconcilable. The main obstacles to co-operation 
between the two peoples have been the general uncertainty which, as 
stated in the Report cf the Royal Commission, prevailed in regard to 
the ultimate intention of the Mandatory Government and the vacillat- 
ing attitude of the Palestine Administration. These have engendered a 
lack of confidence in the determination and ability of the Government 
to, implement the Mandate,

LOOPHOLES FOR PRO- 
ARTITIONISTS FEARED 


The Congress. reaffirms on this occasion the declaration of the 
previous congresses expressing the readiness of the Jewish people to 
reach a pea eful settlement with the Arabs of Palestine, based on the 
free development of both races and on mutual recognition of then 
respective rights. 

4 The Congress condemns the “ palliative proposals” put forward 
by the Roval Commission as a policy for mplementing the Mandate, 
such as curtailment of immigration, fixing of economie absorptive 
capacity, closing of certain parts of the country to Jewish settlement, 
limitation on thé acquisition of land, ete. Those restrictions are a 
travesty of the Mandate and a violation of international pledges and 
would prove destructive of the future of the Jewish National Home 

5. The Congress enters its strongest protest against the decision ot 
His Majesty's Government to fix a political maximum for Jewish 
immigration of all categories for the next eight months, thus sweeping 
away the principle of economic absorptive capacity, a violation 0! 
Jewish rights and of the undertaking repeatedly given in this regard 
by His Majesty's Government and confirmed by the League of Nations 

6. The Congress declares that the scheme of Partition put forward 
by the Royal Commission is unacceptable. 

7. The Congress empowers the Executive to enter into negotiations 
with a view to ascertaming the precise terms of His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment for the proposed establishment of a Jewish State. 

8. In such negotiations, the Executive shall not commt enther 
itself or the Zionist Organisation, but in the event of the emergence of a 
defimte scheme for the establishment of a Jewish State, such scheme 


shall be brought before a newly-elected Congress for consideration and 


decision. 


Britain Sick of the Mandate ? 
FRIDAY 


The sheet stupidity of shrouding the proceedings in connection with 
the pohtical debate mm a deep veil of secrecy becomes apparent when 
one reads the summaries which are issued. I have never seen such 
stringent precautions adopted for keeping out the Press and public. 
The Stadttheater, I am told, presents a dismal spectacle, denuded 
as it is of its many visitors, too. The only exception made to the 
rule of exclusion is in the case of Mrs. Dugdale, who was present at 
vesterday's debate. 

The tirst speaker in the secret debate was Rabbi Meir Berlin. 
speaking on behalf of the Mizrachi. He began by congratulating 
Congress on the friendly atmosphere that prevailed in contra- 
distinction to the acerbity which had been engendered by the Uganda 
controversy. He said that in that part of his speech in which he had 
eritucised the British Administration, Dr. Weizmann had spoken for 
all of them. But he was not satisfied with the two criteria by which 
the proposed Jewish State was to be tested. Zionism was independent 
ol particular circumstances or difficult moments, but sprang from an 
inner necessity in.Jewish life. 
| The Report itself, he said, made two admissions of fundamental 
unportance, The first was that the establishment of a Jewish State had 
been intended from the beginning, and the second was that Arab rights 
in Palestine were the rights of the Arab inhabitants only, and not rights 
of the Arab nation. On what grounds, then, asked Rabbi Meir Berlin, 
could they now take part of Palestine in which it was admitted that it 
had been intended to set up a Jewish State and hand it over to the 
Arab nation which, as a nation as a whole, had no recognised rights in 
the country? If they acquiesced in this proposal the psychological 
basis upon which the Zionist Movement had been built would be gone. 
‘The next speaker was Dr. Kleinbaum, who represents the Polish 
Zionist Federation. He asked what the alternative to the Partition 
principle was. Both the so-called palliatives in the Report of the 
Royal Commission and Lord Samuel's proposals were utterly unaccept- 
able, and if they wanted to do battle for rights they could surely find 
enough opportunity on a more realistic basis by doing battle for an 
extension of the frontiers and a general improvement of the proposals. 


Wearisome Struggle With Administration 


The truth was, he said, that the British were sick and tired of the 
Mandate, and it had to be admitted that the Jews themselves were 
equally sick and tired of it. They had been engaged in & wearisome 
and continuous struggle with the Administration from the beginning, 
and at the time of every half-yearly schedule they had to fight their 
battle all over again. There was a certain emotional appeal in the 
claim for the fulfilment of the whole of the Zionist aim, but there was 
also a stronger emotional appeal in the new hope which a Jewish 
ee bring to the “ pogromised” Jew, For his own part, he 
regar artition not as an ultimate ai lonism 
stage to its ultimate fulfilment,

Movement, began by saying that he wished he could be convinced that 
Partition was wrong. His natural instinct was altogether against it. 
In any case, in his view the present scheme of the Royal Commission 
should be decisively rejected iis hac already been done by lr. W eiz- 
mann. On the other hand, he did no? fee] entitled to Say fs no” to a 
possible new scheme which might be produced. Under certain CoOl- 
ditions, if it contained far-reaching unprovements which he said quite 
frankly it was by no means certain could be obtained, he would be 
prepared to consider it. He- repeated several times in the course of 
his speech that there was no certainty that satisfactory conditions 

wild be obtamed, but he could not bring himself to consider the 
«heme without them. Any hght-headed rejection seemed to him in 
the present circumstances too great a luxury for them, and the urgeney 
of the matter was not so much that the Jews could not wait. as that 
Palestine itself could not wait. 

While he deeply sympathised with the needs of the Jews undergoing 
persecution, he would not hesitate in the interests of the future of 
Palestine, if it were necessary, to ask them to wait. But the difficulty 
ini Palestine itself was that on account of their own successes they were 
turning it into a land of Arab development and mnmigration. He 
pointed out that whule preat COOMOIIIC SUCCOSSECS hac been acheved 
there was no real political success other than the purely negative 
success of occasional prevention of inroads into their rights which they 
had to their eredit. They, therefore, ought te be prepared to cornsict r 
the rebrgamisation of the pohtical structure of the country, 

At this stage, I am informed, Congress was interrupted by a question 
of procedure that was raised by Mr. Ben Tov, a leader of Hashome: 
Hazair, the Left Wing of the Labour Movement which is allied with 
the tiny Jewish State Party m uncompromusing opposition to Partition. 

Mr. Ben Tov pointed out that the justification for the secret session 
was that. Congress, as a whole, would be treated as a_ political 
COMMISSION, 

‘IT demand,” he said, “ that the documents which it is usual to place 
at the disposal of such a comnussion should be produced and that the 
Executive should make a full statement on the situation.” | 

Mr. Shertok, replying for the Executive, said that the object of 
having the secret debate was to enable opimions to be expressed freely, 
but that it did not exclude the possibility of the appointment of a 
smaller commission at which documents would be produced. 

This view was sustained by the Chairman, Mr. Ussishkin, and after 
some further interruptions it was announced that Mr. Ben Gunon 
would open the discussion on behalf of the Executive this (Friday) 


Too Small To Solve Persecution Problem 


Dr. Schwarzbard, of Cracow, leader of the Right Wing of the General 
/aonists Group Pa said while he was nrepared to accept the view 
that a Jewish State of the kind contemplated would satisty the first of 
Dr. Weizmann’s criteria, since even a small State could contain the 
basis for a national cultural development, it was far too small to make 
any appreciable contribution to the solution of the problem of perse- 
cuted Jewry. Quite apart from the economic difficulties inherent in 
the scheme, that alone was a ground for rejecting it. 

The Labour Party has unanimously adopted a resolution urging that 
* Congress should empower the Executive to bring about the imter- 
national recogmition of the’ histone connection between the Jewish 
people and the: Land of Israel and the fulfilment of the obligations 
towards the Jews under the Mandate. Congress should authorise the 
Executive to conduct negotiations with the British Government to 
make clear the definite meaning of the proposal to establish a Jewish 
State in Palestine. The outeome of these negotiations should be put by 
the Executive before a newly-elected Congress. 

‘*The Executive has no right to commit itself or the Zionist Organisation 
to any plan or proposal which is in opposition to, or may affect, the 
Mandate prior to the decision of the new Congress.’’ 

Dr. Weizmann unexpectedly intervened this morning in the secret 
debate. “ Unexpectedly ” because he had delivered his poltical address 
as recently as Wednesday, and it was not expected that he would again 
address Congress until just before the conclusion of the discussion on 
Partition. 

It was their duty; said the President of the Jewish Agency, to con- 
sider what amendments were both desirable and possible, and the aun 
they should have in view was to 
secure such a development as 
should, as far as possible, lead to a 
fulfilment of the fundamental 
purposes which were implicit in 
the Mandate. He pointed out 
that, if there had been no change 
and even if they could assume 
that the Arab insurgents would 
not have made it impossible for 
the maximum Jewish immigration 
to continue for another fifteen 
years, it must be clear that a kind 
| of automatic partition would, in 
any case, have gone on all the 
time. The Jews would very 
largely have settled in places now 
assigned to them and the increase 
in the Arab population would 
have taken place in the rest of the 
country. Even assuming that at the end of the fifteen years, with 
continued annual immigration equal to the maximum which they had 
ever attained, they would probably have settled in very largely the 
same country as was now being offered to them, The increase m the 
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Arab population would have taken place in the parts now assigned 
tc the Arabs, so that there would have been no substantial advantage 
to the Jews, who would moreover have an immensely larger Arab 
minority to deal with. 

He went on to deal with the specilic demands which, in his opinion, 
ought to be made to the British Government for the improvement of 
the scheme. First came the new Jerusalem with its over 70,000 Jews. 
He did not think it necessary to put forward the ease for its inclusion 
in the Jewish area, since this was obvious. Moreover, he believed that 
they had good prospects ot obtaining thus CONCESSION, Secondly, there 
was the problem of sovereignty. They must be certain that the 
sovereignty that they received was full and effective. The so-called 
temporary mandates must be hmited to a definite period of years, 
not more than two or three, at the end of which they would come 
completely under the sovereignty of the new State. As regards Haifa, 
there was one way of dealing with the problem and that was to accord 
certain concessions for naval purposes in one part of the harbour, on 
the model of the Sumonstown concession at Cupe Town, on the clear 
understanding that Haifa itself and the harbour became in the fullest 
sense a part of the Jewish State. They could never agree to the 
proposal of the joint Tel-Aviv-Jaffa harbour, which was not consistent 
with sovereignty, and he believed that that proposal had now 
disappeared. 


Fantastic Immigration Figures 


In regard to the Trhaathy other matters, such as those of Customs and 
finance, there would have to be assurances which would guarantee the 
effective sovereignty of the new State, and he would hope that during 
the transition period there would be evidence in the way in which the 
situation was handled that it was towards the effective sovereignty of 
a Jewish State that the British Administration was moving. 

Coming to the question ot the area of the proposed Jewish State, 
Dr. Weizmann said that the criterion must- be that it should be able 
to absorb an average annual immigration of from 50,000 to 60,000 
Jews for the next twenty or twenty-five years. He expressed 
his behet m the possibilty of an agreed transfer of consider- 
able numbers of Arabs who would be willing ‘to colonise Transjordan, 
and im the opimon of experts it would be possible by the methods of 
intensive cultivation employed by Jews to settle three Jews in the 
place of every Arab who elected to transfer and to these there could 
be added the number of Jews who could settle in the towns, sineé 
they had always gone on the assumption, that for every Jew settled 
in agriculture two Jews could be employed in industry. But if it was 
done, it must be done by an-international commission. 

The question, Dr, Weizmann said, was therefore: “ Does Lord Peel's 
plan give us an opportunity for immigration on a large seale? I spoke 
to you of two million Jews to be brought into Palestine. The figure 
may be somewhat less or somewhat more, but two million Jews within 
twenty years actually means that 100,000 Jews would enter Palestine 
every year. The Zionists have never before dreamt of such a number.” 


Galilee or the Negev? 


The following sentences in Dr. Weizmann’s speech are not contained 
in the offical bulletm in German: 


With regard to the Negev they must see it in proper perspective, he 
counselled. There were two things to be said about it. The first was 
that the prospects there were still speculative and the second was that 
‘* it would not run away. ’’ He felt certain that if a choice had to be made 
between Galilee and the Negev there could be no doubt that all Zionists 
would prefer Galilee. 


As regards Dagama and the Rutenberg Electrical Works, he was at 
one with those who said that a big fight must be put up for their 
inclusion. Finally, there was the question of the unsatisfactory 
boundaries to both the east and the south. The serious objection to 
these boundaries came not only from a military but also from a 
hydrographic point of view. He believed that the obvious needs of the 
Jewish area would dictate improvements, but as in the case of the 
problem of transfer, here again, im his opinion, it would be necessary 
to constitute an international frontier comuussion. He ended his 
statement by referring to the proposed new State as an Archimedean 
point which would enable the Jewish people to build up a position of 
tremendous influence in the Near East. 

Dr. A. Barth had previously complained that the Executive had 
made the discussion very difficult by its failure to tmdicate what 
pressure on the Government was likely to produce by way of improve- 
ments upon the proposed scheme. ‘That there was every likelihood that 
some concessions would be made was obvious, since it- was clear that 
the present proposals had been framed as a basis for bargaining and, 
therefore, some concessions were contemplated. But it was equally 
his conviction that very little extra could be hoped for in the cireum- 
stances, since the Government would consider it its duty also to bear 
Arab demands in mind. On the basis of what was likely to be obtain- 
able he believed that there could be neither security nor the possibility 
of a healthy national existence, and he was, therefore, opposed to 
the principle. 

After Dr. Weizmann’s address, Dr. Ruppin, the agricultural expert. 
spoke. 

Dr. Ruppin said that he had come to the conclusion that it was 
their duty to explore the possibilities of a new approach to the 
problem of Jew and Arab on the basis of the Partition proposals. He 
had done so only after prolonged reflection and a sense of the gravity 
of the issues involved. He considered it his duty to draw attention to 
the immense difficulties which the scheme involved and the seriousness 
of the problem which the presence of a large Arab minority created for 
them. He felt certa’n that any Jewish State would not only mete out 
good treatment to the Arabs, but would give them the feeling of moral 
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equality. But they must bear in mind that this would involve a 


number of economic problems which it would be folly to overlook. 

Then came Mr. Berl Katznelson, the Labour leader, who 1s opposing 
partition of any sort. Mr. Katznelson was received with prolonged 
applause from every part of the hall. 


A Solemn Moment 


It was a solemn moment, he began, in which each delegate had to 
act in accordance with his conscience. In spite of personal fmendships 
and loyalties, he had been driven to the view that he must oppose the 
Partition principle. It might be said that they were not asked to 
give anything away which they actually possessed. But they ought not 
even to give away what they would possess later if they were patient. 

He repeated Mr. Ben Gurion’s declaration to the Royal Cornmuission 
that “ the Bible is our Mandate.” If that were so, he could not accept 
Partition. He admitted that in the practical world in which they lived 
it might be necessary to make compromises. But thes would only be 
justified if they could get real possibilities in exchange. 

He was not satisfied even if he were prepared to accept the scheme 
that they would get either sovereignty or secunty. To get security 
they would have to ask for British protection, and that meant the 
virtual end of sovereignty. He drew attention to the Jewish settle- 
ment in the area assigned to Great Britain. Was it proposed, he asked, 
that the Jews in this settlement were to lose their national mghts or to 
substitute English for Hebrew in the schools?. If they had ne 
guarantee that there would be real sovereignty or real security, what 
was the value of the whole scheme’? <A mere reduction in. the area, 
whatever else it would do, would mean no reduction in the size of the 
Arab problem. 

The first English delegate to address Congress, I am informed, was 
the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom, who delivered an impassioned speech 
against Partition. The scheme, he said, only gave them the shadow of 
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a Jewish State, and it meant that tlie Balfour Declaration was being 


treated as a scrap of paper. Dr. Weizmann, he declared, was making a) 


great mistake. The conclusions of the Royal Commission led logically 
to pumshment of-those Arabs who had disturbed the workings of the 
Mandate, instead of which it was the Jews who were being penalised ! 
If sore of them were inclined to agree on the grounds that the pressure 
of British public opinion was too great, he wanted to draw their 
attention to the fact that a number of outstanding personalities in 
English lie were opposed to the scheme, and he also drew attention 
in this connection to the recent article which had appeared in THe 
Jewish CHRONICLE from the pen of Lord Strabolgi. 


Seventy-five Per Cent. of Areas Cultivable 


Mr. Kaplan, a member of the Executive and Treasurer of the Jewisi 
Agency, also participated in the discussion this afternoon. 

He emphasised that there was no one who would dream of asking 
Congress to accept the existing scheme of Partition. All that they 
wanted was that the new Executive should be empowered to conduct 
negotiations, the results of which would have to be submitted to a 
special Congress for acceptance or rejection. For his own part, he was 
inclined to consider the proposal of a Jewish State on political and 
economic grounds. Of the area of 5,000,000 dunams assigned to them, 
he said, at least 75 per cent. were cultivable, and with intensive 
development would make possible a considerable immigration. 

What seemed to him of immense importance was that Jewish work, 
both in industry and in agriculture, should be properly supported by 
Government action, which would be the case if there were a Jewish 
Administration. He drew attention to the way in which the industrial 
future of the existing Jewish minority had been neglected or jeopard- 
ised by commercial treaties negotiated by the Palestine Administration. 
The same was true of agricultural settlement. In addition, it had to 
be borne in mind that under existing conditions Jews had to contribute 
very large sums through taxation for the welfare of a non-Jewish 

population.

Negotiations Already Prejudiced ? 


What, asked Mr. Grossman, was the use of all their resolutions when,

The impression had already been created that the Zionist Congress would 
follow in the wake of those commitments, and Mr. Ormsby-Gore, when 
asked by the Mandates Commission for evidence of Jewish agreement 
with the partition proposal, had asked for a few days’ grace before he 
could answer. Did this not suggest that he had received the assurance 
that in a few days the affirmative answer of Congress would be 
forthcoming?

l. Sovereignty : 

(a) | pointed out that this must be a genuine affair if this 
scheme were to be considered at all. I referred to the recom- 
mendation for the establishment of a joint port between Jaffa an! 
lel-Aviv, under British direction. Mr. Ormsby-Gore replied 
it was unthinkable that this recommendation should stand: it wo» 
even inconsistent with the Commisson’s own views. 

(b) 1 then took up the question of the temporary mandat: 
over the tour towns in the Jewish State. Mr. Ormsby-Gore agree! 
that these should be liquidated as soon as possible. He add! 
that the only dithculty with regard to these would be the case 0! 
Acre, which for historical reasons was specially bound to England. 
He thought that Acre would be the last of the towns.to be released. 
Mr. Ormsby-Gore went on to say that the Admirals had beer 
alter him with regard to Haifa. I replied that the Admiralty had 
unfortunately woken up four years too late. Ten years ago we 

_ had foreseen and tried to impress upon them the future value of 
Haita. I went on to say that the Admiralty could get all they 
wanted from us by direct agreement, but not through the Govern- 
mnent itself. If they tried te collar Haifa we should make things 
extremely unpleasant for them in Geneva. 

(c) I then raised the question of the collection of Customs duties 
and of the annual tribute which it was proposed that the Jewish 
State should pay the Arabs. I said that it was conceivable that 
we might, for a consideration, enter into an agreement with the 
Arab State, but that this could not be inate dei us by tho 
Government. Mr. Ormsby-Gore agreed. 

2. I then raised the question of the inclusion of the new Jewish 
Jerusalem quarters in the Jewish State. Mr. Ormsby-Gore said 
that he did not see any difficulty in such inclusion, and that it 
seemed to him a reasonable claim. 

3. Transfer of the Arab population: I said that the whole 
success of the scheme depended upon whether the Government 
genuinely did or did not wish to carry out this recommendation. 
The transfer could be carried out only by the British Government. 
and not by the Jews. I explained the reasons why we considered 
this proposal of such importance. Mr. Ormsby-Gore said that he 
was proposing to set up a Committee for the twofold purpose (a) of 
finding land for the transferees (they hoped to find land in Trans- 
jordan, and possibly also in the Negev), and (b) of arranging tho 
actual terms of the transfer. He mentioned the name of Sir John 
Campbell, who had had much experience in connection with trans: 
fers of population between Greece and Turkey, and who knew all 
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about the matter.. He agreed that. once Galilee was given to the 
Jews. and not the Negev, the position would be very difficult 
without transfer. 

4. I referred to the statement in the Official Summary of the 

Commission’s Report that approximately one-third of Palestine 
was to be allotted to the Jewish State. | suggested that either 
thus statement should be corrected, or alternatively. we were ower 
4,000,000 dunams., Mr. Ormsby -Gore said that this showed that 
there was room for concessions. I remarked that the Jews were 
a logical people, who would follow with the closest attention 
every action and statement of the Government. It would be the 
vreatest mistake to insult the intelligence of the Jews. 
D. I referred to the exclusion oft the Potash Works and the 
Rutenberg Electne Power Station from the Jewish State. Mr. 
Ormsby-Gore said that Lord Lytton and Mr. Rutenberg had been 
sitting on him for the last: ten days. He added that the matter 
would have to be adjusted: 

6. Transition period, Mr. Ormsby-Gore gave Dr. Weizmann 
some idea of the Government's time table. They would go to the 
Mandates Commission and the Council at Geneva. and were hope- 
ful of getting release from the Mandate, possibly by the beginniny 
ot October.

At the conclusion of the interview, Mr. Ormsby-Gore turned to 
me and asked me what my own personal opinion was. 1! replied that 
if the points which I had raised in the interview were settled to our 
satisfaction, | personally would look with favour on the scheme. 


I added that what I had told Mr. Ormsby-Gore and what he 
had told me I should repeat, naturally in contidenée, to my closest 
fmends im Zurich, and also to every member of the Be rmanent 
Mandates Commission.

The remarkable thing about this document was that while it 
showed Dr. Weizmann asking for amendments of the scheme along lines 
that were now well known in order to enable him to discharge the difficult 
task which he had undertaken, there was no discussion of the Negev in it. 
He (Mr. Grossman) solemnly protested against what he described as the 
‘' two-faced policy '' of asking Congress for powers, while all the time 
negotiations were being conducted behind the back of Conegross alone 
lines which were not revealed. The whole Partition proposal was the 
logical sequence of the principle of parity which had been put forward 
by Dr. Weizmann's advisers. 


What was now proposed, he said, was the hquidation of the 
Mandate, and with it the end of control by the League of Nations and 
the disappearance of the influence of the United States. The were 
promised in return peace and quiet. But from whom? From the 
rredentist Arab group which would be created froni the large discon- 
tented Arab minority which would remain? His party rejected the 
whole proposal and would refuse to give authority to Dr. Weizmann 
they had been asked to stand for umty. But this was unity for a 
sueide pact and he and his party would have none of it. 

There was a time, he concluded, when Dr. Weizmann thought that 
the Negev was of great importance. Now he said that it was a 
‘speculative proposal. This document suggested that Dr. Weizmann 
had, in spite of the resolutions of the Actions Committee and the 
imajonty parties against Partition, enabled Mr. Ormsby-Gore to appear 
before the Mandates Commission certain that the Jews would support 
Partition. According to that document the first thing that was going 
to happen was that His Majesty's Government would give up the 
Mandate in October, 1937. 


Mors incredible Statistics 

Mr. Ben Gurion believed that the Partition plan would accelerate 
Jewish development in Palestine. He, moreover, preferred a Jewish 
State in a part of Palestine to the alternative proposals of the Royal 
Commission. The new facts which should be taken into account, he 
went on, were that the Royal Commission had declared the Mandate 
to be unworkable, that all “A” Mandates were now abolished, that 
it was becoming more and more difficult to buy land in Palestine, 
and that the general international situation was becoming more 
threatening. He. pointed out that whereas normally the Jewish 
population of Palestine would have increased during the next fifteen 
years by 700,000, under Partition it would in the same period increase 
by one-and-a-half million. 

“I don’t know whether the Jewish State offered us will be realised,” 
he went on, “as we have had bitter experience of previous promises, 
but the declaration of the Jewish State is a great political fact that 
has impressed the world. The best Mandatory Government in the 
world is not to be compared to a Jewish Government for the admission 
of Jewish immigrants into that part of Palestine where Jewish 
unmigrants have always settled. Until now we have had the utmost 
difficulty in getting land, but in a Jewish State the situation will be 
different, and industry will similarly benefit. There will also be 
substantial improvement in the matter of security, for the Jews will 
be able to have their own army. 

‘We shall show the world how fairly the Jews will treat another 
people,"’ he said. ‘‘ Wo want a Jewish State not for 400,000 Jews, but 
for the Jews of all the world. We shail be dependent for a long time to 
come upon Great Britain, but relations between us will be those of two 
States. Our representatives on the League of Nations will make the 
voice of the Jewish people heard. 

“For me,” Mr. Ben Gurion declared, “the decisive fact is that for 
the next fifteen years the Jewish State will be able to receive another 
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one-and-a-half million Jews, and the possibility that Jewish-Arab 
understanding will also be greater with the transfer of the Arabs. 
Zionism fully recognises the rights of the Arabs in Palestine and will 
retrain from infringing them. Transfer of Arabs has repeatedly taken 
place before through Jews settling in different districts, and we shall 
have to provide the transferred Arabs with money for settling under 
ther own Government. 

“ What should Congress do?” he concluded, .“ It should reaffirm 
before the whole world the historic connection of the Jewish people 
with Palestine and that the Jews will fight for the full realisation of 
the Balfour Declaration. We should also declare that we shall 
continue to insist on our nght to the whole of Palestine, without 
injury to the Arabs. 


‘* The new Executive must negotiate with the Government to see that 
we are offered a real Jewish State, large enough for masses of Jews to 
settle there with a possibility of security, and the inclusion of Jerusalem. 
The proposed Jewish State must not be the end, but only the beginning. 
| believe that the Jewish people will say ‘ This is the beginning of the 
redemption for which we have waited two thousand years.’ '’ 


Dr. Wise, in a lengthy speech, denied the implication that a conflict 
over Partition was an inevitable conflict between Western and Eastern 
Jewry, and declared that the Jews in the West had proved their under- 
standing of Eastern Jewry. He mentioned his long friendship with, 
and support of, Dr. Weizmann, but insisted that he could not agree 
with him on Partition. 


‘' Had Or. Weizmann spoken ten years earlier,’’ he said, ‘‘ as he had 
spoken last Wednesday, the attempt to force the injustice of Partition 
upon us might never have been made by the Gritish Government.’’ 


He refuted the implication that objection to Partition meant objec- 
tion to the founding of a Jewish State, and pointed out that one could 
be a Ziomst and be opposed at this time to the founding of such a 
State. 

He criticised the arguments in favour of Partition. ‘' Earnestly | must 
insist,’’ he said, ** that if the British Government had enforced law and 
order in Palestine, the Yishuv would not have been brought to such a 
point of weariness and defeatism as to be ready to accept Partition. The 
readiness to accept it, if such there be, is largely born of half a year 
of virtually unchecked warfare by Arabs on the Jewish population of 
Palestine.’ 

Dr. Wise demed that opponents of Partition were unconcerned 
about the “ misery-drenched Jewish dwellers of Eastern Europe,’ and 
went on to declare: “I do not wish to do that wluch has been done 
to the Jewish people time and again, to offer them false hopes which 
cannot be redeemed. Because | am thinking not of a half or three- 
quarters of a million Jews who, it 1s said, will be enabled to find homes 
in the next ten or fifteen years in Palestine, because I am thinking of 
millions, perhaps as many as half the Jews of the earth, whose will 
it is to become a part of the Jewish Palestine, I cannot, as trustee 
of the Jewish people, accept divided, partitioned, minimised 
Palestine. 


‘' The answer of the Jewish people to Great Britain,'' he continued, 
‘' must be not ‘ yea’ or ‘ nay,’ but ‘ Non possumus !' We cannot. 
You would not respect us if we did."’ 


If the Jews were to assent to Partition, he pointed out, two 
violations of the Mandate would be involved: first, Great Britain 
would violate its obligations as trustee and Mandatory, even if asking 
acceptance by the Mandates Conmussion of their proposals; secondly, 
the Jews would be guilty of violation of their trust. 

Dr. Wise went on to desenbe the mandatory system as one of the 
outstanding gains of the War, the other being the safeguarding of 
minorities. He warned Congress that Partition of Palestine would end 
both, and morally would mean the end of the Mandates Commnssion. 

Referring to the separation of Transjordan from Palestine, he 
declared that “our leaders felt themselves under the necessity of 
civing assent to such Partition. 


‘* We will not again give our signatures to a document which robs us 
of the little that has remained to us after the earlier partition that robbed 
us of Transjordan. We will not append our signatures to a document 
which creates a Jewish State in Palestine that will be little moro than 
a miniature reminder of the Balfour Declaration and the Gritish Mane’ .. 
of Palestine.’ Referring to the British proposal, he described it as '* that 
bitter pill of Partition sweetened a little, a very little, by the Jewish 
State.’ The answer to Britain must be clear on all points, he said. 
‘* Partition—no, palliatives—no, Jewish State-—yes, fulfilment of the 
Mandatc— yes.’’ 


He denounced the bracketing of Partition and palhatives as alter- 
natives, declaring that the palhatives were so unjust as to make one 
doubt the genuineness of the offer of the Jewish State. While 
admitting that the Jews might have to submit to a force majeure, he 
insisted that the Jews must not assent to it. Partition, he declared, 
was the surest way of postponing and averting Arab-Jewish peace. 
“After fifteen years,” he said, “ the Jews now demand an opportunity 
they have not yet had to come to an unhindered and unhampered 
agreement with the Arabs.” Dr. Wise finally warned against accepting 
temporary gains and advantages which “threaten to cancel the 
eternal rights of the Jewish people,” and concluded with the 
invocation: “ Balfour, thou shouldst be living in this hour. England 
hath need of thee.” 


Committing Suicide by Partition 


Dr. Emil Schmorak said that the General Zionists, Group “ B,” 
would not accept the Partition proposal, nor were they prepared to 
empower the Executive to negotiate with the British Government. 

Mr. Meir Grossman, Chairman of the Jewish State Party, said that 
his party would not follow a leader hke Weizmann whose very speech 
was an admission of failure. The Congress had no authority to decide 
the Partition issue. The proposed Jewish State would be a vassal of 
the British Empire. To accept Partition would be to commit suicide. 
The Jewish State Party would oppose any plan of Partition. It would 
give no authority to Dr. Weizmann and his colleagues. 

During the secret session, Rabbi Jacob’ Fishman, of America, 
appealed strongly to Dr. Wise to let his forty years’ experience of 
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Zionism offer him a guide. ‘We should like to see Dr. Wise,” he 
said, “ our first representative at the League of Nations.” 

Messrs. Lipsky, Brichner, Abraham (Goldberg, and Solomon 
Goldman, of the American delegation, called upon Dr. Wise, in an 
effort to obtain his support for the Labour resolution m an amended 
form. They suggested that Congress should elect a special political 
commission, which should assist the Executive in conducting 
negotiations with the Bntish Government. 

Dr. Wise, however, remained adamant in his opposition to the whole 
principle of Partition. 

Grave concern is expressed in Zionist quarters concerning the veiled 
hint, said to have been given by Mr. M. M. Ussishkin, that consmence 
may compel him not to abide by the decision of the majority of the 
Congress if the majority decides in favour of the Partition scheme 
‘Some of the opponents of Partition among the Mizrachists are also 
making similar threats, although their new leader, Rabbi M. Berlin 
while adhering to the decision of the World Mizrachi, 1s beleved to 
be opposed to any talk of secession from the movement 


Congress to Continue for a Fortnight? 


Congress will probably not break up for at least another fortnight 
For even after an agreement has been arrived at on the Partition 
issue, the others matters that usually come up will have to be dealt 
with, and the various commissions will also have to be appointed 
an Executive elected, and the programme of work for the next two 
years decided upon, after discussion. If Congress, however drags on 
it is certarm that some of the delegates, teeling that thes have done 
their dutY by participating in the paramount disctission, will leave 
for home, This certainly will apply to members of the public, whe 
bitterly resent their not being able to listen to the political debate but 
for wiuch most of them would not have mnade the long journey. 

Werzmann., who had planned to leave tor Geneva the week 
end to meet the members of the Mandates Comummessjon. deterred his 
departure until Wednesday, expecting that by then he would have 
the decision of Congress on Partitwhm. and would be able to give the

But that was no reason why they should not carefully examine the 
project. The attack by the Arabs had been prompted by the growth 
of the Yishuv. It was difficult for the Jews to become a mayori'y 
in Palestine in present conditions. Their political mghts under the 
Mandate had been progressively reduced in regard to inmiyra- 
tion and other matters. If there was a possibility of getting the 
Mandate properly fulfilled, everybody would prefer it to a little Stute. 
It wotld have been better if the whole discussion had taken place 
last January. The publication of the Report had been welcomed by 
the British Press with rehef, as it enabled the British Government to 
shake off the burden of the Mandate. Professor Brodetsky said tliat 
the British people and Parlament had great sympathy with the 
Jewish people, but it could not be expected that, after what had 
happened, England would be willing to continue the Mandate. On the 
other hand, he beheved that Parliament would be willing to support 
better terms for a Jewish State. They dared not adopt.a scheme tliat 
would lead to a barner being raised between the Jewish State and t):0 
rest of Palestine in fifteen years. 


Tribute to Great Britain 


Lord Melchett, who followed,. said that two great peoples wer 
involved in this problem—the British people, the most generous, th 
greatest, and the noblest power in the world to-day, and the peop!» 
of Israel, who in a long and tragic history had contributed more to 
the moral, the spiritual, and the intellectual development of mankind 
than any other. He believed that there was something higher thar 
they knew in the active sympathy that existed between the two. 
He foresaw a vista of glorious opportunity for their co-operation. 

Twenty years ago, said Lord Melchett, in the crisis of war, they 
stood by Britain. When she needed them, they answered her call. 
Now in Israel's darkest hour, he did not believe that the British people 
would desert ther Cause. Naturally they were disappointed. They 
knew, the world knew, that the plan laid down in the Balfow 
Declaration and the Mandate had miscarried. But they must realise 
as practical men the cntical situation of Europe, and the vital part 
played by the British Empire in maintaining the peace of the world. 
They, the Jewish people, had a clear duty to do what lay within their 
power to facilitate Britain’s supreme task by assisting her to solve 
the difficult problem that confronted them all in Palestine. 

They did not want to haggle with Britain. But British statesmen. 
in conjunction with Dr. Weizmann and his colleagues, could and must 
evolve a sensible plan that would give them a sound and workab!» 
State in Palestine capable of relieving the intense pressure upon thi 
suffering masses of European Jewry. 

After Lord Melchett’s speech to-night came Mr. Shertok, another 
tnember of the Executive, who said that they were not influenced by # 
feeling of defeatism in their attitude to the Royal Commission's 
proposals. After the events of 1936 they said to themselves: “It is 
our duty to create a stronghold in Palestine when our forces will be 
concentrated.” They must clearly realise what the Partition scheme 
contained and what it omitted. Mr. Ben Gurion and he had tried 
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for a long time to seek a friendly understanding with the Arabs. 
Would the adoption of a Jewish State lessen the possibility of peace 
with the Arabs? d 

What, he asked, did the Partition plan offer them? The economic 
potentialitice were not limited only to the extent of land available, 
but depended also upon water resources, communications. and capital. 
rhe difficulty of now getting land for settlement was tremendous. The 
Neges — being spotled by the winds of the desert and continued 
neglect.

Weizmann Defeated 


At a meeting of the Political Commission held on Tuesday. Dr. 
Weizmann pressed for unhampered powers of negotiation to enable hirn 
‘o bring final proposals before the next Congress. The Political 
‘ommussion refused to grant power to the Executive to commit itse'f, 
nuch less Congress. On this condition the opposition within the 
Labour Party, and including many English and American delegates. 
cre prepared to agree. The Political, Commission did not agree 
nammously to the last three crucial paragraphs, the opponents 
eing the Mizrachi group, led by Rabbi Silver, the Hashomer Hazair.

» be the last session of the debate on Partition. At one o clock this 

ormng, however, Dr. Goldmann announced an adjournment until 

-day, when the vote would be taken by a roll call on the two 
Resolutions; one bemg the majority Resolution of the Political 
(‘ommussion, and the other from the ot dissentients. 

Dr. Stephen Wise presided, and addresses were delivered by Mr. 
lssishkin and Dr. Weizmann, who summarised the 
vainst Partition. 

Mr. Ussishkin said that a decision in favour would be fateful not 
only for Zionism, but for the future generations of Jewry. What the 
VPartitneTmusts called i Jewish State was merely A division of Palestine 
He urged that it was impossible to build up a State in such a tim 
territory. He quoted Herzl as saying that they teturh 
Judaism and also to the land, which was the unportant tactor. 
Partition, however, would not give them this. 3 

Mr. Ussishkin said that 300,000 Arabs would be treated as privileged 
people by the Jews because the Arabs would be a minority, and 
ther economic position would be such that they would not want to 
leave.

Dr. Weizmann stressed the changed circumstances of the world. 
which had made the full earrying out of the Mandate more 
liffieult. He pointed to the fact that Partition already exusted in 
Palestine and cited the Huleh as an example. They had a difficult 
path before them, he said, but he beleved in the potential ties ot the 
proposed Jewish State, and said that, given the power and _ the 
opportunity, he thought something new would emerge from it. He 
said they would have to develop fnendship with the Arabs on a basis 
ot reciprocity. He stressed the point that Partition did not mean 
abrogation of the Mandate, but its evolution. 


The Negev Again 


Dr. Weizmann addressed a private meeting of the Political 
Committee last evening. He said, I understand, that if the conditions 
ne laid down were agreed to, he would agree to Partition. He had not 
insisted upon the inclusion of the Negev area in the projected Jewish 
State because it was a question of the Negev or Galilee. Although 
the Arabs were prepared to give up the Negev in place of Galilee, he 
aid, it was felt “in certain high circles” that the Jewish frontiers 
should run parallel with those of Christian Lebanon. 

On Wednesday afternoon, as stated above, Congress decided by a 
roll call of 300 votes to 158 to empower the Executive to enter into 
negotiations wth a view to ascertaining the precise terms of the 
Government for the proposed establishment of a Jewish State. 

The minority Resolution of the dissentients, which was voted for by 
158 delegates, contained five paragraphs, the most important being 
that which asked Congress to instruct the Executive to take its stand 
upon the solid ground of the Jewish right to and achievements in 
Palestine. It called upon the Executive to make a renewed efiort to 
bring about an application by the Mandatory of a constructive policy 
tor the fulfilment of the Mandate and the re-establishment of the 
Jewish people in their historic homeland. 

A number of speeches were made on both sides. Dr. Wise made a 
passionate appeal for the opponents of Partition. 

‘* We are not satisfied,'’ he said, ‘‘ to love Palestine. We are resolved 
to save Palestine from those who would morally destroy the Jewish 
State. We want an unbroken, unshattered, and unpartitioned Eretz 
Yisrael. You want to give the Executive power, but you don't have to 
give it to them. They will take it whether you give it to them or not.’’ 
oa had taken it during the last six months and they would take

“ The Arab assaults of 1936 shall not determine the Jewish destiny.” 
he declared. 

Rabbi Berlin told Dr. Weizmann to be realistic and to see not only 
what they would get, but what they would give to the Arabs. 
Partition, he said, meant giving back Palestine. 

Mr. Lipsky, speaking, he said, on behalf of the majority of the 
American General Zionists, Group “ A,” which included the majority 
of the U.S. delegates, said that they were not committing themselves 
to any substitute for the Mandate. 

Mr. H. Stricker taunted Dr. Weizmann with the fact that formerly 
he was against a Jewish State, but now he was in favour of it, and 
in a small area. 

There was great excitement at the end of the voting, and a number 
of declarations were made by various leaders of the minority stating 
their determination to fight for a real Jewish National Home. |

Impressions of the Congress Struggle 
How the Partition Issue was Befogged 
Thoughts the Morning After 


[From a Correspondent] 


The long debate is over and the decision is taken. There has been such 
a spate of oratory, such arush of revelations, such a confusion of hints 
and rumours that it is exceedingly difficult to collect one’s thoughts and 
reflect on what exactly has happened. 

It is now an open secret that Dr. Weizmann, dcspite assurances 
tothe contrary, tad committed himself at any rate to the partition 
principle. His valiant cfforts to induce the Congress to accept were 
therefore understandable. Behind the scencs everybody senses unholy 
bargaining with some probably unofficial Government representatives, 
followed by more secret pacts with the Labour leaders on the Executive 
and other persons in key positions to influence the direction of the 
Congress voting. 

And at the last moment, before the voting, Dr. Weizmann, in a frenzied 
and stop-at-nothing outburst, made the appallingly desperate statement 
that all England could say was: * This is as far as we can go.” Had he 
forgotten Parliament's solemn refusal to say anything of the kind? His 
remark that *‘ they must negotiate Lecause something had been offered 
and Jews must make the best of it,” seems to sum up in Dr. Weizmann’s 
own words, better than could any critic of his conduct of Zionist affairs, 
the bankruptey of Zionist policy under his guidance which has led the 
movement to its present sorry pass, 

Even Dr. Weizmann’'s opponents cannot withhold acmiration of the 
ingenuity with which the Congress was brought to swallow what every- 
body agreed was the cup of humiliation—known as the Peel Report and 
Recommendations. The six months of ‘sealed lips” which aroused the 
belated regrets of Professor Brodetsky gave no chance to the opponents 
of partition to prepare for the struggle. How could they when the 
Executive and the Actions Committee were cleverly induced to pass, in 
the absence of Dr. Weizmann, strong resolutions against partition and to 
discount as “* malicious invention” the Revisionists’ accusation that Dr. 
Weizmann was committed months ago to the principle of Partition in some 
form? Then what could be more Machiavellian than to face the poor 
bewildered delegates w.th the choice (presented as inevitable but really a 
pure juggling with various statements) between a majority in a tiny Jewish 
State ora permanent minority in an Arab State? No wonder suspicions began 
to spread among the delegates, especially some of the Palestinians, that 
the Zionists were being fooled again and that the person who had allowed 
himself, no doubt unwittingly, to become the chief instrument of the 
British officia's in this game was no less than the Zionist leader himself. 

The delegates were really bewildered, A thunderbolt had been hurled 
at the Congress in the form of a White Paper announcing restriction of 
immigration and land } urchase based on a so-called impartial Report. It 
reminded one of the days of the Irquisition. Instead of the individual 
Jew in the bands of the Holy Inquisition, the whole Jewish people was 
caught, placed on the rack, subjected to the thumbscrew and other 
tortmes. until it cried out in exhaustion: ‘‘ We accept what you say 
as true!” If ever there was a case of duress, of Anuesim, the Twentieth 
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Zionist Congress was such a case. And the Holy Inquisition used the 
Zionist Jleader as their iustrament to extort a dazed and bewildered “Yes” 
from the Congress. The spirit of Herzl must have wept for his wretched 
people. 

There were moments of dcep emotion at this Congress. None cou'd 
fail to be impressed by the sincerity of Ussishkin and his followers, or of 
Weizmann and his followers. But the scales were not even. The 
Partitionists put into their side of the balanc> the heavy load of Jewish 
suffering in Eastern Europe, and it is no wonder the beam tipped. 
Rabbi Silver's remark was profoundly true. It was neither reason nor 
instinct which made Dr. Weizmann favour Partition. All the evidence, 


‘ even of our bitterest enemies, pointed the other way. Yet the dead 


weight of Jewish miscry outside Pa'estine and the anti-Zionist Adminis- 
tration inside Palestine Were strong enough to sweep away the sense of 
realities and all clear vision of the future and to bring down a majority 


the free hand for which he made a bid. Professor Brodetsky, whose 


enough to comm't the Jewish peop'e. It felt instinctively, in spite of all 
the bewilderment, that the fate of the Jewish people might be at stake, 
and they had no mandate from their electors on the Partition issue. 

Many of the delegates deeply deplored the absence of Mr. Jabotinsky, 
whose uncanny iustinct had led him two \cars ago to call for a National 
Assembly and a Ten-Year Pian. Now, two years later, these two ideas 
are rapidly capturing the mirds and imagination of the delegates. 
Between now and the next Congress, which will have to decide this fateful 
issue, everybody hopes the ranks will be closed and a whited front 
re-established, able to speak in the name of all Jewry.

“Staggering Incapacity of Administration” 


Arab Intervention Inadmissible 


The first impressions of the Permanent Mandates Commission. it is 
reported, are not favourable towards the proposals of the Royal 
(‘ommussion. 

At sessions held last week, Mr. John Hathorn Hall, the former Chief 
pecretary of Palestine, vigorously deitended the Palestinian Adminis 
tration and declared that the authorities had been taken bv surprise 
by the Arab insurrection and had had no suspicion of imminent danger 
It was clear, however, that the members of the Commission hardly 
considered his statement as satisfactory. 

The work of the Commission in reaching conclusions on the Partition 
scheme has been complicated by the statement of the Secretary of the 
Arab Higher Committee that the Arabs would not tolerate the 
evacuation of a single Arab from the territory of the proposed Jewish 
State, and would be prepared to fight to prevent it. 

The delegation of the Arab Higher Comittee sent a statement to 
the President of the Commission, in which it disagreed with the opinion 
expressed by Mr. Ormsby-Gore that it was impossible to bring about 
an Arab-Jewish understanding. “We declare solemnly,’ the state- 
ment reads, “* that we are ready to discuss any political solution based 

rn the national aspirations ot the Arabs. Until to-day the British 
(jovernment has not proposed such al solution. We are prepared to 
onclude an Arab-J« wish agcrecmment based lh the interests and the 
national aums of the Arabs.” 

The Foreign Minister of Iraq has protested to the Commission 
aganist Partition. In the opinion of the Iraqi Government, the 
memorandum declares, Partition would be an injustice to the people of 
that country. It is viewed with the gravest alarm. ~ The proposal ot the 
Royal Commission 1s not only incompatible with the iIndepende nee ot 
that country, which is solemnly guaranteed by the Mandate and the 
Covenant of the League, but holds no hope of a permanent settlement. 
Such hope depends upon the recogmtion ot an independent Palestine 
n which the Jews should accept permanently the position of a 
munority, So far as the control of unmigration can secure it, the 
proportion of the Jewish population to the general population of 
Palestine should be tixed approximately as at present, 

‘In every essential point,” the memorandum continues, “the Balfour 
Declaration has already been fulfilled and Jewish immigration is no 
longer a condition for the continuance and development. of Jewish 
nstitutions in Palestine. The Iraqi Government firmly believe that the 
way to secure for the Jews the enjoyment of the fruits of the Balfour 
Declaration 18 to recopnise an independent and indivisible Palestine 
which will take its place among the other Arab nations.” 

The picture of the events during the recent disorders in Palestine 
which has so far emerged from the exannnation by the Comnussion 
of the Report of the Palestine Administration for 1936 makes the 
position of -the othieial British representative extremely painful. The 
inembers of the Comnussion have felt obhged on many occasions to 
express their amazement at the imexplcable weakness and even 
negligence of the Palestine Administration in face of Arab violence. 
They repeatedly stated that the adrmtted facts surpassed their most 
pessimistic expectations. 

A particular subject for criticism by the Commussion was the petition 
sent by Arab officials of the Palestine Administration to the Govern- 
ment. The members expressed their surprise at the lack of authority 


hown by the Palestine Administration in this matter, and the British | 


delegate’s explanation merely served to merease their amazement. He 
declared that the Arab officials had sent the petition in order to avoid 
joming the Arab general strike. They hive. he said, in constant fear 
of theur lives in view of the strong moral and pliysical pressure of the 
Arab extremists, They had therefore addressed that petition to 
soothe their fanatic compatriots. 

The Commission, the Jewish ‘Telegraphic Agency learns trom a 
reliable source, concluded from this explanation that the Palestine 
Administration had shown a staggering incapacity to protect its officials 
and its own authonty and prestige. No other pomt in the discussion 
about the recent unrest in Palestine has given the Commission so 
complete a picture of the weakness and helplessness of the Mandatory 
Administration in Palestine as this matter. 

Last Friday the Comunission considered the behaviour of the Arab 
princes who intervened during the 1936 disturbances, and members 
pointed out that such interference in the affairs of another State was 
contrary to international law. The omgim and aim of that intervention, 
and the attitude adopted by the Admumistration, were examined, and 
surprise was expressed that the Mandatory Power had not only 
tolerated but had apparent!y even initiated such intervention. Mr. 
Hall explained that the intervention of the Arab rulers had been taken 
on their own initiative, but he failed to convince the Commussion. 

The Commission is having a very difficult task, and has not yet been 
able to begin its principal work of examining the various proposals that 
have been made to solve the troubles in Palestine. The Commussion, 
it is learned, however, must finish its work by August 20th in order to 
have its report ready for the meeting of the Council of the League ot 
Nations on September. 3rd.

The Intervention of Iraq 
CURIOUS CHANGE OF POLICY 


Mufti’s Prestige Increased 


DOUBTS OF “TRUE BELIEVERS”

Since Fawzi Kawkagi, of unfading memory, crossed the borders of 
Palestine late in August of last year to head the revolt agaimst the 
British armed forces, the kingdom of Iraq has been taking an untoward 
interest in the affairs of this country. 


There have been several factors 
1. this policy of direct intervention : 


Kawkagi's share in the rebellion, 
the popular reception he was given on returning to Baghdad (after 
having been given immunity from arrest in Palestine) and his audience 
with King Ghazi, the attempts made by the later-discredited Nuri 
Pasha Es-Said to secure a rapprochement between the Palestine 
Government and the Arabs, King Ghazi’s association with the appeal 
of last October for the Arabs to terminate their general stmke and 
violence, the further appeal to appear before the Royal Commission, 
and now the ineredible outburst by Hikmet Bey Suleiman, the Prime 
Minister, at a Press conference during July, and the memorandum 
submitted to the League of Nations last week. 

What are the motives to explain the Iraq Government's interference 
m a matter which the Prime Minister declared, shortly after his 
accession to power as a result of the military coup of October 30th, 
1936, to be outside the province of Iraq's new policy ? 

Hikmet Bey Suleman stated last November, in the course of a Press 
interview, and at about the same time in Parliament, that it was not 
the intention of the Iraqi Government to formulate any attitude what- 
soever (either positive or negative) towards the Pan-Arab movement 
or to concern itself with affairs that had no bearing upon domestic 
problems. In declaring himself pledged to complete neutrality in this 
respect, he as much as hinted that 1t was probably the failure to 
observe this pohey which had muilitated against the successful conduct 
of Iraq's affaars by the Al-Hashimi Cabinet. 


Auni Abdul Hadi's Visit 


For a couple of months all went well, and there indeed seemed to be 
at the time every indication of the growth of a friendly spint between 
the Government, as represented by the new Ministry, and. Palestine 
Jewry. There was said to be a sympathetic attitude towards the 
Jewish effort, and certainly the atmosphere was becoming more 
propitious for a mutual understanding and respect than when the 
previous Foreign Minister, Nun Pasha  Es-Said, 
attempted to meddle with Palestine affarrs. 

There was even talk at the time-that some of the papers excluded 
from. Iraq owing to its anti-Jewish poliev, notably Tur Jewisx 
(CHRONICLE and the PALESTINE Post, of Jerusalem, nught be readmutted 
by the new Government. 

During the middle. of the winter, however, Aum Bey Abdul Hadi, of 
Jerusalem, was sent by Ha) Amin Al Husseim, President of the Arab 
Higher Committee, on the special nussion of wheedling another appeal 
trom the Arab rulers to persuade Palestine Arabs that they would be 
advised to co-operate with the Palestine Royal Commission. Aum Bey 
had the prestige for this mission: he had been the late King Feisal’s 
private secretary when he ruled at Damascus in 1920, an unfortunate 
interlude which culminated in King Fetsal’s abrupt flight in the face of 
strong French displeasure and his subsequent patronage by the British 
in getting the throne of Iraq—which Feisal’s elder brothes 
Abdullah, had coveted. 

After securing King Ghazi’s signature, Aum Bey went on to Saudi- 
Arabia, where he was successful sinularly in signing up King Ibn Saud.

az a scapegoat when public discontent had to be averted, the Iraqi 
Government saved its own skin by seizing upon the straw offered in 
the Palestine issue. Aum Bey Abdul Hadi visited Baghdad during the 
early part of July, shortly after the Palestine Royal Commission's 
Report was issued, and Hikmet Bey Suleunan’s statement followed 
not long afterwards. It was Aum Bey, too, no doubt, who furnished 
the maternal for the Iraqi Government's protest to the Permanent 
Mandates Commussion submitted last week. 


Why intervene Now ? 


Iraq has taken the stand that it has racal, religious, political, 
economic, and strategic interests in Palestine; but why any tore so in 
Palestine, as a Svnan Arabic paper pointed out sarcastically, than im 
the Alexandretta dispute between Synan Nationalists and’ the Turkish 
fepublic? Traq- certainly made no attemp., either publicly or before 
the League, to support the Synman Arab poimt of view. The truth 
probably hes in the fact that the Lraqi Government saw no reason to 
intervene in Syria, not so mu h because ofits adherence to the Asiatic 
Pact, to which Turkey 1s a signatory, but becnuse, at the tume of the 
Sanjak dispute, it fe't that it might solve its own troubles without 
fir.ding it scapegoat, 

It the whole question of Iraq's present intervention is considered 
dispassionately trom the point of view of Hikmet Suleiman’s original 
statement that “we shall set our own house m order before troubling 
about the dihculties of others, who will continue to enjoy our syn. 
pathy —taken at the tume as a direct hint at Palestine Arab efforts 
to enhst his active support of their cause—it can hardly be contended 
that [rag has in tact set her own house in order in the brief interregnum 
of rine tmnonths and that conditions are so rosy and soundly established 
Lt Iraq that its Government can, with a load off its mind. turn to the 
consideration of atlairs in nerghbouring countries. If this is so. on the 
other hand, what Steps cid lraq take to induce the French CGovern- 
nent, by activities at Geneva, to ratify its treaty with Svria and thus 
indicate support of the Svrian Arabs? 

The obvious answer to all this might be summed up in addressing 
to Iraq an idiomatic expression common in London, “ It won’t work.” 
[rag cannot eat her cake and have it; she cannot expect to benefit by 
the growimg prosperity of Near and Middle East countries and try to 
viliate that prosperity by attacking its main source of inspiration— 
Jewish settlement in Palestine. Iraq’s imports into Palestine have 
been increasing satisfactorily, but she cannot expect to share in this 
country’s economme fortunes if an inimical political attitude is adopted 


Effest on Arab Higher Committeo 


Naturally the effect on the waning power of the Arab Higher 
Committee exercised by Iraq’s active intervention has been of great 
benefit. Once more the Mufti’s stock has risen, and that of his 
opponents, the Nashashibis, and of the Emir Abdullah has fallen. The 
Emir Abdullah has been angling for Arab popularity lately by 
publishing the contents of the alleged MeMahon-Hussein documents in 
his possession to show that Palestine was included within the orbit of 
politically independent countries promised to the Arabs by Great 
Britain twenty-two years ago, but the statements ring (not 
surprisingly) untrue. The Mufti is in a far better position now, what 
with his “ martyrdom” as a result of alleged attempts to arrest and 
deport him and with Iraq’s intrusion, than he has been for the past 
few weeks, when the Royal Commission’s Report seemed to indicate 
that his influence was about to be curtailed. 

There is one thing which the Moslems of the wor'd. and of Iraq no 
less, have forgotten in their attitude ‘to the Palestine question. And 
that is_the very unreligious acts which the Mufti of Jerusalem has 
permitted himself to ignore as an ecclesiastical dignitary, even assuming 
that he is not directly or indirectly responsible for them (a moot point). 
Moslem public opinion has not been heard in condemnation of the 
murder of Moslems by Moslems; no criticism has. been voiced against 
Moslem religious leaders in Palestine for their inaction in this respect. 
Islamic laws and the sayings of Mahomet clearly forbid the murder of 
Moslems by Moslems and severely warn Moslems to eschew such acts.

£P.25,000 Blaze in Tel-Aviv 
FOODSTUFFS WAREHOUSE GUTTED 


{From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


Residents of Tel-Aviv experienced a shortage of tinned foodstuffs 
last week-end, a rather disastrous matter for ther pre-Saturday 
shopping, as the result of a giant blaze, one of the most spectacular 
in the city’s history, which gutted the warehouse of a firm of wholesale 
provision merchants. 

The fire broke out at 11.30 p.m. on Wednesday of last week, and 
the combined Tel-Aviv and Jaffa fire brigades worked strenuously for 
fifteen hours to bring it under control and prevent it from spreading. 

Throughout the mght, streams of water were directed into the flames

“Tel 1234" 


[From our Correspondent —JERUSALEM) 


By November of this year, all Tel-Aviv telephones will have been 
connected with the new automatic exchange which 1s now nearing 
completion; and there will be a complete break from the Jafla 
exchange, with which 1,000 subscribers residing in the Jewish city are 
still connected. 

Telephone requirements in Tel-Aviv have grown enormously since 
the influx of German-Jewish residents in 1933, although the General 
Post Office traces development back to 1931, when congestion on the 
circuits leading to the Jaffa manual exchange began to be severely felt. 

Of the 1.000 subscribers still connected to Jaffa, owing to the 
inability to keep them on the temporary manual Tel-Aviv exchange 
which 1s now being replaced, it is proposed to transfer about half at 
the outset of the new arrangement, and to transfer the remainder at 
a later date. 

At the end of May this year, according to the latest G.P.O. 
statistics available, there. were 13,712 telephones operating in Palestine. 


Egypt's Increased Foreign Trade 
PALESTINE’S SMALL SHARE 
| From our Corre spondent JERUSALEM | 


Egypt sold merchandise valued at £E.300.386 in Palestine for the 
first five months of 1937, compared with £5.170.190 in the same period 
of 1936, representing an increase of over seventy-six per cent. 

Total imports by Egypt during the penod of January-July, 1937, 
amounted to £E.14,217,000, or £E.1,.200,000 more than last vear, while 
her exports grew from £E.13,108,000 to £F.19.581,000. 

Palestine’s share in the exports increase of over £E.6,000,000 was 
only ££.637. The value of Palestiman goods sold in Egypt for the 
seven months was £b.66,428, or about twenty-two per cent. of the 
volume of Egyptian sales in Palestine. 

Jewish business with Egypt is not very large. The almost prohibi- 
tive tax on Palestiman citrus fruit and melons militates against large 
shipments which would compete agamst Egypt's own dorticultural 
products. On the other hand, Egypt purchases large quantities of 
the coarse Nablus washing-soap and olive-oil, an industry largely in 
Arab hands,

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OLIDAY time affords a great opportunity to boys and 

girls for general reading. Many of them are kept so 

occupied during term time that, outside actual school read- 

ing, they have very little time for books. Someone has said 
of Eton that the value of the education it provides lies in the 
time its scholars have, combined with the facilities of their very 
fine library, for individual reading. Certainly the boy or girl at 
boarding-school scores in this respect over the day-school child, 
whose free time is con- 
siderably less, and who 
must add to his day's 
working hours the time 
spent in journeys to 
and from school. When 
holidays come, the 
book-loving child should

accordingly avail himself 
to the utmost of the 
leisure at his disposal. 
Most schools to-day give 
the senior and middle 
school children books to 
read while they are on 
holiday, upon which 
an examination or test 
paper is set later. 

In all these circum. 
stances if is inferesting 
nnd instructive to observe 
the kind of literature 
favoured by the rising 
generation. At a recent 
meeting of the Jewish 
Free Reading Room a 
speaker deplored the fact 
that the choice of books 
by young readers inclined 
almost exclusively to- 
wards the © blocd” type 
of lterature—or what 
passes for literature. She 
suggested additional vol- 
umes for the children’s 
section of the library, and 
gave a valuable list. 


It would be interesting to know whether these 
books would be sought after by boys and girls who come tothe library. 
Children who read cannot be classified so easily or so accurately 
as can adults. For the very good reason that children in varying 
stages of development require different types of mental food, just as 
they need different types of nourishment to correspond to their 
physical development. And with their mental development is 
bouud up their emotional development, which bas perhaps the 
greatest influence of all on their choice of books. The child who at 
thirteen or thereabouts elects exclusively to read “ bloods” is not 
necessarily going to turn h's back eternally on good literature, or 
everlastingly to lack that charity and kindliness which are the hall. 
mark of civilisation. He is merely passing through a phase of 
development when he is perbaps unable to obtain otherwise the 
romantic excitement for which his emotional being craves. 


A Deceptive “Little Angel”’ 


On the other hand, the child who reads good literature may gain 
nothing from the process. Ile may be merely acting a part; be has 
very good reason to believe he is pleasing either his parents or his 
teachers, or both. If this is his outlook, then he has the type of 
mentality found in the small son of the Rev. Mr. Brockleburst. in 
“ Jane Eyre.” When asked which he would rather have,'a verse of 
Psalms to learn or a ginger nut to eat, he would reply, “ Ob, the 
verse of Psalms. Angels sing Psalms (says he), I wish to be a little 
angel here below.” After which he received two ginger nuts instead 
of one as a reward for his infant piety!

PEEL and seed the marrow and cut into small pieces. Put 1 oz.

PEEL the marrow, cut it through lengthways, and remove the seeds. 

Mince the meat, mix with the breadcrumbs, parsley and onion: add 
scasoning and bind with an egg. If at all dry add a little stock or gravy. 
The mixture must be highly seasoned. Fill the halves of the marrow: 
put one on top of the other, and tie together with tape. Put on a greased 
baking tin, spread liberally with dripping, and bake in a moderately hot 
oven (No. 6) for about 14 hours, basting at intervals. Serve with thick 
gravy or tomato sauce. 

\,.B.—Cooked rice or mashed potatoes can be used in place of the bread- 
crumbs. Sausage-meat also makes an excellent filling,

1 vegetable marrow. Margarine, 50z3. 
~ large Spanish onions. l egg.

PARBOILL the onions and chop them fively. Soak the crumbs in a little 
hot milk, then mix them thoroughly with the onion aud sage, season 
highly with salt and pepper and bind with the egg. Prepare the marrow 
and proceed as in previous recipe.

Mushroom Stuffing 
Mushrooms, 3 Ib. Breadcrumbs, 2 ozs, 
Butter, 2 ozs. Salt and pepper. 

PREPARE the mushrooms and chop them finely. Melt the butter in a 
frying pan, put in the mushrooms and stir over a gentile heat for 5 
winutes; then add the breadcrumbs and season with salt and pepper. 
Cook as in previous recipe and serve with white sauce to which the liquor 
from the tin and a teaspoonful of mushroom catsup have been added, 


Marrow Pie 
PEEL and seed a marrow, boil for 15 minutes, then cut up into thin 
slices. Thickly grease a fireproof dish and arrange in it layers of marrow, 
sliced tomato, and cold minced meat. Season each layer with salt and 
pepper, pour in a little thick gravy, cover with breadcrumbs, dot with

Caplan Wins Southern Area Title 
SUPER-STYLISTS IN OPPOSITION 


The Boxing Correspondent of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE writes: 

As anticipated, the contest between Benny Caplan .and Dick Corbett, 
of Bethnal Green, at the initial open-air show at the Hackney Wick 
Stadium on Monday, for the Southern Area 
featherweight title, proved to be a keen 
struggle for supremacy between two super- 
stylists. They gave a brilliant display of 
real boxing craft in which almost every 
facet of the game was brought into play. 

The result was a clear points victory for 
Caplan, who achieves an old ambition by 
wibning at his third attempt for this title, 
Both caught the eye because of their flash- 
ing straight left hand work, but Caplan 
made good use of his longer reach and 
cleverly vaiied his attacks by using a left 
hook and hurtful right-hand punches, - 

In the second round, Caplan, in his 
eagerness, attempted huge swings which 
missed, and the impetus carried him 
forward so that he tripped over the 
Bethnal Green boy’s foot, only to jump | 
up immediately. Corbett’s adroit bobbing nm ad 
and swaying at times had the Jewish boy BENNY CAPLAN 
all at sea, andtry as he would, Caplan 
could not land a glove on an elusive opponent. It was strange to see in 
the fifth session such clever exponents of classic boxing rushing in to the 
attack to get at close quarters. In the main, however, the contest was 
fought at long range. 

The sixth round saw Caplan connect with a straight right flush to his 
opponent’s jaw, followed it up by some sparkling straight lefts. 
This did not keep Corbett at bay, and Benny had to show his speediest 
footwork to avoid an aggressive opponent. Although Caplan fought mainly 
on the retreat, it bad the effect of making Corbett come in to him to lead, 
to which Caplan countered cleverly, stemming many of his rival's rushes, 
At the opening of the ninth round Caplan Janded a blow to the stomach 
and, concentrating mainly on the body, varied with attacks to the hea, 

He had Corbett in a weakened condition, and in the following round 
sent him across the ring with a peach of a right flush tothe jaw. Corbett, 
however, was still full of fight and, knowing full well that he was behind 
on points, he fought the last two rounds at a furious pace in an endeavour 
to force a win, but he found Caplan only too willing to stand toe to toe 
and punch it out, There could be no disputing the verdict of the referer, 
Mr. Moss Deyong, which was by a convincing margin of points. 

A «Punching Bee’ 

Dave Finn showed spirit and pluck in losing on points to Jack Carrick, 
an opponent who did not waste a punch aud who whipped them in from 
allangles to find theirmark. This contest could truly be described as a 
‘punching bee,” with Carrick being the cleaner and more accurate 
puncher, 

Harry Silver, who was to have appeared on the bill, was unable to box 
as he was suffering from fluid on the left thumb. 

I understand that Mr. Benny Huntman was well satisfied with the 
attendance at the initial programme, which numbered 11,5€0, He hopes 
in the near future to stage another programme,

The annual general meeting of Watney Combe Reid and Co., Limited, 
was held on August Ilth, at the Windsor Castle Restaurant, Victoria, S.W. 

Colonel O. P. Serocold, C.M.G. (the Chairman), said that the Board had 
asked, and the shareholders had ayreed for several successive years past, 
that large sums should be appropriated out of the Company's profits to the 
Property Improvement and Contingency Reserve. The Directors, acting on 
that mandate, had on their part drawn on that reserve to an extent practically 
equivalent over the last five years to the amount which had been put into 
it. A year ago he had informed the shareholders that it was very difficult to 
place a definite limit on their expenditure, especially as circumstances beyond 
their control, involving further outlays for that purpose, were constantly 
arising. 

Those factors showed no signs of diminishing, but on the contrary, slum 
clearances, street widenings, and pressure by Licensing Benches imposed on 
them the obligation to incur large expenditure without remission, even 
at a time when building costs, which had risen about 15 per cent. in the last 
twelve months, continued to rise. Additionally, there were the obsolescent 
or obsolete structures which called for replacement in the normal course.

Elgar's Violoncello Concerto 
BEATRICE HARRISON'S FINE INTERPRETATION 


Will the secret of Elgar's “ Violoncello Concerto ” die with Beatrice 
Harrison? Certain it is that she has all but made it her own, fot one 
cannot remember any other ‘cellist who has made it such a thing of 
beauty. On Tuesday evening at the Promenade Concert devoted to 
Elgar she once more recaptured all its elusive charm and subtle pensive- 
ness for us, so that once again we had Elgar with us, as it were, 
directing musie which he more than anyone else knew the heart and 
soul of. But even Beatrice Harrison can find and reveal new beauties 
in the work, and notably at the opening of the last movement she 
showed that the slightest difference of tempo and accentuation can 
evoke a very different mood. 

Unfortunately, the rest of the Elgar programme was not performed 
at quite the high level of the Concerto. The “ Introduction and 
Allegro for String Quartet and Orchestra.” which opened the evening, 
had its bitter maments of roughness and harsh tone, and in this, us ifi 
the “ Emgma Variations,” Sir Henry Wood was not always able to 
evoke all the subtleties of the music. Paul Beard, leading the orchestra. 
this year, was not quite up to scratch (or perhaps he was!), and 
mthough individual performers had their moments, a wholeness in the 
viewpoint and conception was lacking. Isobel Baillie sang “ The Sun 
Goes Down,” from “ The Kingdom,” with a fine sense of its beauty, if 
not of its power.
